PRESIDENT FRAMING PLAN 


May Present It to Cabinet To-mor- 
row——Blanquet Now Expected to be 
President, Huerta Army Head.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The im- 
patience of foreign powers with what 
{s termed the “drifting ’”’ policy of the 
United States in Mexico has found ex- 
pression in unofficial comment by dip- 
lomats in Mexico City only a trifle less 
outspoken than tkat.of the British Min- 
ister, which. has been productive of so 
much irritation here. 

An intimation by the French Minister 
to Mexico, M. Lefaivre, that he regarded 
the Washingion policy as weak, brought 
from Chargé O’Shaughnessy, THE NEW 
Yorx Times correspondent learned to- 
day, a protest to which M. Lefaivre 
quickly responded by disclaiming any in- 
tention to criticise the Wilson Admin- 
istration. 

Nevertheless, there is practically a 
unanimous sentiment among BHuropean 
diplomatic representatives in Mexico 
City that intervention is necessary, and 
desirable in the Mexican situation. Ap- 
parently the Administration has some 
reason to fear that this sentiment will 
be reflected by the foreign offices’ of 
several of the great powers when they 
make known to the United States their 
ideas as to how conditions in Mexico 
should be handled. It is believed that 
this knowledge was one of the moving 
factors in the decision of President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan to ask all na- 
tions having interests in Mexico to de- 
fer action until after this Government 
had had opportunity to formulate and 
present a new policy with respect to the 
southern republic, 

The Spanish Minister at Mexico® City 
was much franker than his French col- 
league in his strictures on the course 
of the United States. He called to the 
attention of the other diplomats the 
fact that many Spaniards had been 
killed in Northern Mexico, and pre- 
dicted that many-more ‘would be killed 
unless steps were taken to improve con- 
ditions, He asserted that the bad, state 
of affairs was due to the attitude of thé 
United States, and he voiced the belicf 
that the American Government was di- 
rectly responsible for the deaths of 
Spanish subjects on account of its fail- 
ure to take measures for the suppres- 
sion of disorders. 

Carden Says Huerta Will Retire. 

Since the publication of the interview 
with Sir Lionel Carden, in which the 
course of the United States was criti- 
cised, the British envoy is said to have 
been very careful to avoid reflecting 
upon the policy of this Government in 
his exchanges of views with other dip- 
lomatic representatives. He did not 
hesitate, however, according to the in- 
formation received here, to express his 
conviction that Gen. Huerta would 
make good his assurance not to retain 
the Presidency even if he received the 
most votes in Sunday’s election. He 
told his diplomatic colleagues that Gen. 
Huerta intended to retire from the 
Presidency and assume command of the 


army. 

The foreign diplomatic body in Mexico 
City is meeting frequently while the 
present crisis exists. Views have been 
exchanged freely, and it is known that 
these generally favor American inter- 
vention or some interposition by foreign 
nations. The conditions, in Mexico, 
they argue, so far as foreign citizens 
or subjects are concerned, have become 
intolerable, and that the time is at 
hand when strong measures should be 
used to bring these conditions to an end. 

These things show the embarrassment

No response other than those of the 
Governments. at London, Berlin, and 
Paris had beén‘received, he said, adding, 
however, that at least he had not seen 
any such responses.

BERLIN, Oct. 29.—Mme. Emmy 
Destinn to-day performed in a cage 
containing fourteen lions for a motion- 
picture drama. 
Some 200 persons well known in the 
Berlin artistic, theatrical, and literary 
worlds gathered in a forest on the 
outskirts of the city in order to wit- 
ness the spectacle of a famous prima 
donna singing operatic airs surround- 
ed by lions, to the piano accompani- 

ment’of a: woman trainer. 

From: the moment when. the tamer 
persuaded a lion to jump up and sit 
on the top of the piano the singer 
was for a quarter of an hour within 
an arm’s length of a couple of the 
beasts. Of actual singing or piano 
playing there was none, the sound be- 
ing produced by means of a giant 
phonograph, and the artist merely 
mimicking the movements of the lips, 

i; &ce. A couple of airs from “ Mignon” 
were thus silently played, the lions be- 
traying not the least annoyance, one 
switching its tail, and another shaking 
its mane. 

Mme. Destinn then fondled the lion 
on.the piano, for a couple of minutes 
while an extra photograph was taken. 
Before departing the guests broke 
it ‘9 a loud cheer when the cage was 
finally cleared, this plainly surprising 
the fons more than the whole per- 
formance, 

Mme. - Destinn afterward allowed 
some of the scared’ onlookers to feel 
her pulse, which appeared quite nor- 
mal. She said she was quite devoid 
-of,,fear, the most startling moment 
being when she caught sight. of the 
blanched face of her manager, who 
was sitting close to the cage door.

Will Divides $50,000,000 Property 
Among Widow and Seven Children.

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 29.—The will of the 
late Adolphus ‘Busch, the brewer, filed 
for probate late to-day, gives the bulk 
of the estate to the widow and children. 
The estate is conservatively estimated to 
be worth $50,000,000, 

Mrs., Lily Busch, the widow, receives 
one-eighth of the residuary estate, be- 
sides thé Villa Lily, in Germany, an- 
other German estate; and the household 
property, horses,~carriages, jewels, and 
paintings. 

In addition .Mrsi Busch ‘is to have 
the Busch homes in Pasadena, ‘Cal., 
and Cooperstown, N. Y., which are 
among the costliest residences in the 
United States) She also receives the 
mansion in St. Louis. 

After Mrs. Busch’'s inheritance is de- 
ducted, the residue is.to be divided into 
séven parts.. The elder son, August A. 
Busch, réceives fwo of these. one-seventh 
shares, hig own and.the share of his in- 
valid brother Carl, for whom August 
must provide up to a total of $12,000 a 
year. ; 

A one-seventh share goes to each of 
‘the five daughters—Mrs. Nellie Busch 
Loeb of Chicago, Mrs. Edmee Reisinger 
of New York, Mrs. Anna Louise Faust 
of St. Louis, Mrs. Clara Von Gongtard 
of Germany, and Mrs. Wilhelmine Busch 
Scharrer of.

A -total.of $210,000 is. left to Missouri

INTERFERENCE OVERCOME 
| 


Two. Operators in the Same Room 
Can Handle the Incoming and, 
Outgoing Dispatches. 


This week has seen the doubling of the 
capacity for sending and receiving wire- 
less messages: across the Atlantic with 
the opening of the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company's receiving station 
at Louisburg, Novia Scotia, which works 
in conjunction with the transmitting 
station at Glace Bay. The two stations 
are separated by about ten miles. They 
will operate with the station at Clifden, 
Ireland, and the new receiving station at 
Leterfrack, on,the estate of the Duke 
of Manchester. These stations are seven 
miles apart. 

By Jan..1, it is expected that this new 
system of transatlantic communication 
will be reinforced by two additional 
channels of communication between 
Carnarvon and Towyn, in Wales, and 
Belmar and New Brunswick, N. J., on 
this side, and later, still another new 
plant will. be opened between Boston 
and Stavengar in Norway, for mes- 
sages intended for Northern Europe. 
Thus, in a’ short time instead of the 
single pair of exchange stations, which 
have carried transatlantic wireless, 
there will be six routes, sending and re- 
ceiving, between this country and Eu- 
rope. 

By the duplication of the Clifton- 
Glace Bay system, which has just been 
completed, it will be possible for 
an eperator to ask to have a word re- 
peated or some point cleared up with- 
out breaking in on the transmitting 
operator on the other side of the world. 
By the new duplexing the sending and 
receiving can be carried on at the same 
time and at a greater speed and with 
a maximum of result and a minimum 
of time an@ labor, while the chances 
for mistakes are lessened. 

The wirelegs operator of not so many 
years ago waquld have said that it was 
an impossibiljty for one man to re- 
ceive while another man sitting in an- 
other part of the same room was send- 
ing, each without disturbing the other 
or causing an aerial collision of elec- 
trical impulses. But this is what has 
been accomplished. 

C, H. Taylor of the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company explained yesterday 
that this duplexing was accomplished 
by separating the receiving and the 
transmitting stations, the distance de- 
pending upon the power of the latter 
station.and the: height, of masts. The 
Stations are located so that the energy 
from. the transmitting station has a 
minimtim impulsing effect on the recetv- 
ing aefial. This is obtained by the use 
of “‘ directional aerials,’’ an invention of 
Mr. Marconi, at both stations. 

Mr. Marconi discovered that an aerial 
shaped like an inverted L has a greater 
radiating efficiency along the line of 
the horizontal portion and, also, is most 
effectively used as a receiver of rad- 
iated energy when the horizontal por- 
tion points toward the distant trans- 
mitting station. ‘ 

To neutralize the effect of the nearby 
sending station, a second aerial is put 
up near the receiving station, and the 
main receiving circuit is left free for 
the incoming impulses from the distant 
transmission station. 

The operator who is receiving from 
the distant station is seated in the same 
room with the one who is operating the 
corresponding transmission station, yet 
there is no confusion because the waves 
liberated for transmission do not reach 
the receiving aerial. 

The: receiving instrument sounds into 
@ phonograph or dictograph and the 
sounds are reproduced upon a wax cyl- 
inder. It is taken to a reproducing ma- 
chine and copied upon the typewriter 
by an operator who then has a lasting 
record of the message. In high-speed 
sending the operators. use a machine 
fitted with a keyboard like an ordinary 
typewriter. This punches out upon a 
tape the dots and dashes of the mes- 
sage. : 

As high as seventy-five words 2. min- 
ute can be sent or received by wire- 
less by this system. 

A new pair of stations for sending 
and receiving transatlantic messages are 
being erected at Belmar and ‘New 
Brunswick, N. J. They will be forty 
| miles apart and will correspond to twe 
stations being built in Wales. The two 
stations on this side will have thirteen 
masts 400 feet high. Sixteen men will 
Be stationed at New Brunswick and 
thirty-five at Belmar. The stations, it 
is expected, will be ready for operation 
by the first of the new year.

Nally Expects the Welsh Service to 
be Ready in January. 


Arriving yesterday from Europe on 
the Hamburg-American liner Imperator 
was Edward J. Nally, Vice President 
and general manager of the Marconi 
Wireless Telegraph Company of Amer- 
ica, who has been visiting the principal 
high power stations of the company at 
Clifden, Ireland; Carnarvon and Towyn, 
Wales. The latter two, he said, are 
expected to be ready by Jan. 1, 1914. 
They will be the most complete stations 
in their equipment and design, he said,’ 
and would mark an epoch in wireless 
| telegraphy. 

‘“*New high power stations of the same 
type,”’ Mr. Nally went on, “are being 
erected near San Francisco, also in the 
Hawaiian Islands, for transpacific wire- 
less service with the Orient. Japan will 
soon have its station completed, and 
later it is planned to construct similar 
stations in the Philippines and China, 
With the inauguration of the new trans- 
pacific service, which will occur early 
next year, the public will reap the bene- 
fits of this latest great enterprise in 
new classes of service and a substantial 
reduction in rates. 

“Work will soon begin” on a high 
power station near Boston, to work with 
a similar station now being built by the 
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Steinmetz, Electricity’s Master Mind, Enters

‘MRS. BATON'S RATE 
IN JURY'S HANDS 


Chief Justice Aiken Ready to 
Receive Verdict at Any 
Hour in the Night. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 29.—The case 
of Mrs. Jennie May Eaton, chatged with 
the murder of her husband, Rear Ad- 
mira] Joseph G. Eaton, was given to 
the jury in the Superior Court shortly 
| after 6 o’clock to-night, with permission 
to dine before considering it. It was 
7:43 when the jury retired for delibera- 
tion. During the meal one juror, Sen- 
eca T. Watson, was attacked with a 
slight illness, but after medicine had 
been administered he apparently recov- 
ered, and went to the jury room with 
the others. 

Mrs. Eaton was still in a private room 
at the Court House with her counsel, 
William A. Morse and Francis J. Geo- 
gan, at a late hour. Judge Aiken sent 
word from his. hotel that he was pre- 
pared to go to the Court House to re- 
ceive the verdict at any hour of the 
night. 

The closing argument in -behalf~ of 
Mrs. Eaton was made by William A. 
Morse. He told the jurors that, even 
though they might believe Mrs, Eaton 
guilty, they had no right to convict her 
unless the evidence in the case was con- 
clusive. ‘‘ The accused woman,” he said, 
“does not avail herself of any claim 
of insanity to avoid.a condemnation, 
but bravely demands a verdict on the 
facts.”’ 

He pictured the defendant as a lov- 
ing, self-sacrificing wife, who had led 
a martyrlike existence. On the other 
hand, Admiral Eaton, though he had a 
polished exterior, was intemperate and 
had a mind that was vile. The letters 
written by Mrs. Eaton and offered as 
exhibits had been prompted by pity for 
her miserable husband. 

In closing, Mr. Morse said he could 
not guess the cause-of Admiral Eaton’s 
death, and he cautioned the jurors that 
they had no right to guess when the 
life of Mrs. Eaton hung on the result, 

“District Attorney Albert F. Barker, in 
summing up for the prosecution, deliv- 
ered himself of a scathing denunciation 
of the testimony of the defense. 

“It is a disgrace to the Common- 
wealth,” he said, ‘to introduce the 
testimony of a convict-doctor, J. W. 
‘Brown, that he prescribed arsenic tab- 
jets for Admiral Eaton. I brand it a lie, 


And the same lies have permeated the 
‘whole of the defense.’ 

He contended that Mrs. Eaton was the 
only person who nad opportunity to ad- 
minister fatal arsenic doses. ‘‘ Poison 
is a woman’s weapon!’ he exclaimed. 
“Mrs. Baton divorced her husband and 
married Admiral Eaton for his money, 
and when that money was lost playing 
the stock market. she reached a turning 

oint which led the Admiral to a grave 

n Dracut.” 

He asked that if the jury believed the 
defendant was irresponsible, she be 
found “not guilty by reason of insan- 


** She is more dangerous than a rattle- 
snake, and there is no telling whom she 
may hit next if she is allowed her free- 
dom,”’ he added. 

In his charge to the jury Chief Jus- 
tice Aiken said there were four verdicts 
possible. He enumerated them as fol- 
lows: Not guilty; not guilty by reason 
of insanity; guilty of murder in the 
first degree; guilty of murder in the sec- 
ond degree, and explained that a verdict 
of “not guilty by reason of insanity ”’ 
carried with it ‘‘an order from the 
court committing the prisoner for life 
to an insane asyltm.’’ 

The Judge commented upon the fact 
that the Eaton case was unique in that 
the Government was the party con- 
tending that the defendant was of un- 
sound mind. Usually it was the defense 
that claimed insanity. While District 
Attorney Barker, as a Government 
agent, might have been criticised for 
bringing insanity into his side of the 
case, the District Attorney was acting 
wholly within his rights. ‘‘ Malicious 
intent must be proved, but a motive is 
not necessary,” said the Judge. 


Mrs. Lawson Acquitted and Freed. 

PUTNAM, Conn. Oct. 29.— Mrs. 
Amanda Lawson, who has been held 
without bail for the Superior Court, ac- 
cused of the murder of her husband, 
Jonas Lawson, in East Woodstock, Aug. 
14, was to-day discharged from custody, 
the jury, after being out seven hours, 
failing to find a true bill of murder. 
Mrs. Lawson, who has been in poor 
health since her arrest, became hyster- 
ical when the jury’s report was an- 
nounced. She was attended in court by 
a physician and a trained nurse. 


STRIKERS BURN POST OFFICE 


Federal Complications Possible in 
Colorado Miners’ War. 


TRINIDAD, Col., Oct. 29.—Violence 
among the striking miners in the South- 
ern Colorado coal fields has_ shifted 
from Ludlow and its immediate vicinity 
to Aguilar, six miles north. Possible 
Federal complications were precipitated 
at the office of the Southwestern Fuel 
Company, where last night and early 
this morning a battle waged between 
strikers and a handful of mine guards. 
After defeating the guards and captur- 
ing the mine office, in which the Post 
Office was situated, the strikers 
knocked over a stove, setting fire to 
the building, which was destroyed, to- 
gether with the mail, money orders, 
and money. Postmaster Arthur Sam- 
ples said the mail was rifled before the 
building was fired, as opened envelopes 
were found nearly half burned. 

After destroying the Southwestern of- 
fice the miners went to the Empire 
Mine and riddled the boiler house with 
bullets. No one was injured in either 
camp. 

At the strikers’ one at Ludlow there 
was no display of rifles or, revolvers. 
Monday and yesterday hundreds of 
men were gathered in the camp stockade 
all heavily armed. 

The Colorado National Guard to-day 
established camp on the outskirts of 
the city. Mine guards and strikers at 
noon were given twenty-four hours to 


surrender. their arms and ammunition 
to the State forces, and unless they 
comply it is indicated that the troops 
will remain indefinitely.

Says She May Come to America 
to Carry on the Fight 
for ‘ The Suffragette.’

PARIS, Oct. 29.—Christabel Pank- 
| hurst, in an interview with a NEw 
| York TrmEs correspondent to-day, out- 
‘lined her article in the next issue of 
The Suffragette, which will be pub- 
lished in London on Friday. 

It is entitled “The Suffragette in 
New York.” It declares that the ban- 
ning of the paper in New York is 
“the highest compliment ever paid to 
the cause,” ne 

Miss Pankhurst assailed Anthony 
Comstock as partly responsible for 
the attack, and intimated that Mrs. 
Belmont’s organization might carry 
the fight to the courts for the purpose 
of “getting American doctors on the 
witness stand.” 

Miss Pankhurst, after mentioning 
that her mother would sail on Nov. 26, 
added that she might decide to go tod 
America herself and continue the cam- 
paign. She attacked a section of the 
New York press for “ supporting vic- 
ious interests.” Her new article is 
based on Mr. Kneeland’s book, “ Com- 
mercialized Prostitution in New York,” 
published by the Bureau of Social Hy- 
giene following the Rockefeller Grand 
Jury inquiry. She said: 

“In New York vice is organized, 
blatant, powerful. There vice is a 
huge business. The people concerned 
in it believe the articles in The Suf- 
fragette are bad for trade. These in-

| « Outside of New York City,” she 
added, “the reputable citizens of 
America have generally been far more 
active in combatting this great scourge 
than we have been in Great Britain. 
The crusade began in America, so it is 
nonsense to say our articles are inde- 
cent. 

“We hope to have some organiza- 
tion in America carry the case to the 
highest courts. We want your great- 
est doctors to swear to the truth of 
every statement we publish. 

“When my mother reaches England 
I expect she will be rearrested, for the 
Government is getting afraid. Eng- 
lish physicians have been used as tools, 
until they are saying it is their duty 
to heal, not:to coerce, 

“Lloyd George says the spirit of 
militancy is withering. He knows in 
his heart it burns brighter than ever,” 

Asked if she intended to return to 
London, Miss Pankhurst said: “Not I.

VOLTURNO A GHASTLY SIGHT 


Crew of Ship That Sank Her Tell of 
Finding Bodies on Board. 

By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times, 
ROTTERDAM, Oct. 29.—The story 
of the finding and sinking of the 
charred derelict Volturno was told 
to-day on the arrival of the Dutch 
oil steamer Charlois, belonging to the 
American Petroleum Company, the 
Dutch branch of the Standard Oil 

Company. 

The Chariots sighted the Volturno on 
Oct. 17. Capt. Schmidt had not heard 
of the burning of the vessel and 
thought it possible that there might 
be survivors on the derelict. A. boat 
was: lowered under the command of 
the First Officer, who stayed all night 
ja short distance from the wreck. 

At dawn the Charlois’s sailors 
boarded the derelict, which exhibited 
a desolate spectacle. Flocks of sea- 
birds were hovering, shrieking, over 
the blackened hull. The decks were 
bent and twisted in all directions with 
the heat, while down in the hold the 
cargo was still smoldering. Flames 
still came from the forecastle and 
stern. Apparently the only part of 
the ship not damaged by the flames 
was the engine room. 

In the crew’s messroom and quar- 
ters the Charlois’s men found four 
charred corpses, completely unrec- 
ognizable. One of the dead was a 
man of stout build; one of the others 
apparently.a boy. 

Before departing the First Officer 
of the Charlois decided to sink the 
wreck, as it was in a position dan- 

| gerous to navigation. He had the 
outer circulation tubes and seacocks 
opened, so as to let in the sea and 
cause her slowly to sink. ‘

on Oct. 18 at 9:30 A. M., and half an 
hour later the oil-tanker partéd com- 
pany with the Volturno.

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HENNESSY DEMANDS| 
PROOF OF BEARDSLEY 


Murphy Never Returned That 
$25,000, He Cries, and 
Challenges Judge. 


AGAIN. CHARGES HOLD-UPS 


Asserts Tammany Boss Is Head of 
‘Crowd of Blackmailers’”’—Body- 
guard for Hennessy. 


John A. Hennessy, the. Sulzer graft 
investigator, in a speech.at the New 
Star Casino, in the heart of Harlem’s 
east side, last night told the largest 
audiences he has addressed in the cam- 
paign that Charles F. Murphy could 
not prove that the $25,000 he had. re- 
eeived in the Sulzer campaign had been 
returned to Anthony N. Brady, the 
donor. 

Ex-Judge Samuel A. Beardsley, 
counsel for the estate of Anthony N. 
Brady, issued a statement yesterday in 
which he said that a $25,000 campaign 
contribution of Mr. Brady's had been 
returned to Mr. Brady. He did not tell 
when or how, but did make use of a 
confusing qualification in these words: 

**In, saying this I do not refer to 
Sulzer’s declination of the contribution 
I offered him.’’ 

Mr. Murphy himself added the detail 
that no one else was present when he 
turned the $25,000 in bills over to Mr. 
Brady in Delmonico’s, and he denied 
Mr. Sulzer’s statement that Murphy 
and Brady were not on speaking terms 
at the time. 

- Of Stilwell Mr. Murphy said: 

“Tf he keeps on talking this way 
they’ll add a year to his sentence.”’ 

Mr. Hennessy at thé very opening of 
his speech referred to the Beardsley 
statement, saying: 

““T challenge Judge Beardsley to pro- 
duce the proof, and I predict that he will 
not produce it. Why doesn’t Murphy 
deny that he received $25,000 from 
James Stewart, the contractor? I have 
asked him often enough about it. I will 
tell you why. Jim Stewart is alive, and 
ne cannot prove an alibi over the body 
of a dead man in this case.” 

Mr. Hennessy in his speech at the New 
Star Casino said that Murphy had col- 
lected fully $150,000 in the 1910 cam- 
paign, for which he had not accounted 
in the statement filed with the Secretary 
of State. 

Crowd of Blackmailers. 


“T gave an Assistant District Attorney 
to-day the names of fifty large contrib- 
utors whose contributions were not re- 
corded in the statement,” skid Mr. Hen- 
nessy. ‘“ Most of this money came from 
contractors who were clubbed into giv- 
ing it, We will prove that Mr, Murphy 
is head of a. crowd of political black- 
mailers. I am going to ask Gov. Glynn 
to summon Treasurer Mclean of the 
Democratic State Committee and ask 
him what he did with the money he 
failed to report in thé 1910 campaign, 
and then perhaps we will find out that 
it went to Murphy, Gaffney, and Phil 
Donohue, the distinguished gentlemen 
whd belonged to the inner circle of the 
Fourteenth Street Society for Addition, 
Division and Silence.” 

Mr. Hennessy had nothing at all to 
say about the Stilwell ‘‘ confession,” 
and dealt more gently than usual. with 
Edward BE. McCall, Tammany’s nominee 
for Mayor. Mr. Hennessy directed his 
attention to Mr. McCall, finally asking: 

“Did Edward Everett McCall ever pay 
money back to Inspector William Mc- 
Laughlin? If he did. was it paid in 


check, and if so, was the check made by 
the Vice President of the bank on which 
it was drawn?” % 


Detectives Guard Hennessy. 


Owing to threats of violence which 
have been brought to the attention of 
Mr. Hennessy’s friends, he was accom- 
panied last night by a bodyguard coni- 
posed of four stalwart Burns detect- 
ives. The detectives stuck very close- 
ly to Mr, Hennessy while he was walk- 
ing from‘his automobile to the entrance 
of the hall. They plowed a lane through 
the crowd,, which seemed anxious to 
shake hands with Hennessy, and would 
not let anybody get near him. While 
Mr. Hennessy was’ speaking they took 
up positions on the platform near by. 

The New Star Casino is in the dis- 
trict of Senator Frawley, whom both 


Hennessy and Sulzer have _ assailed 
fiercely. It has been a favorite threat 
of both that ‘‘ they would put Frawley 
behind prison bars.” It was not denied 
that because his tour took him into 
Frawley’s stronghold extra precautions 
were taken. 

The New Star Casino at 108th Street 
and Lexington Avenue has seating ac- 
commodation of about 2,500 persons. 
Twice as many had fought their way 
into the hall last night. A crowd was 
clamoring in the street for admission. 
Louis Marshall presided at the meeting. 


Hennessy Dares Judge Beardsley. 

In the course of his speech Mr, Hen- 
nessy said:

The conference between Mr. Hennessy 
and Assistant District Attorney Clark 
lasted just one hour and five minutes 
and was held in Mr. Clark’s private of- 
fice behind closed doors.

“On Sunday, Aug. 17, Mr. Unversagt 
and I went to Sing Sing, and it was on 
this day that Stilwell delivered me his 
application for pardon. .The application 
ig dated Aug. 16, but it was actually 
written on Sunday, the 17th, much of 
it in my presence, and it was signed by 
Senator Stilwell in my presence. 

Before delivering the application he 
made a draft copy, which was sub- 
mitted to me, and I made several sug- 
gestions, ‘mostly verbal and of slight 
importance, which were adopted by him 
in the’ final ccpy. 

““T fully appreciate the splendid work 
that has been done by Mr. Hennessy in 
the Fusion cause, the cause in which I 
myself am enlisted, but I am bound to 
Say, in telling this story, that Mr. Hen- 
nessy has been guilty of the grossest 
breach of faith.

Warden Off to Explain Stilwell Case 
to Superintendent. 


Warden James M. Clancy of $ing 


Sing, who handed his resignation to a 
TIMES reporter on Tuesday evening, 
after he had @enounced his old friend 
John A. Hennessy, came to this city 
yesterday to “look for another job,’” as 


he expressed it. He had been here only 
a few hours when he was summoned 
by State Superintendent of Prisons John 
. Riley, and he left immediately .for 
Albany. 

_It was thought that Superintendent 
Riley was anxious to hear at first hand 
ali that had occurred at Sing Sing 
in reference to the Stilwell matter. It 
was said that he was particularly de- 
sirous to hear from Warden Clancy 
what had passed between Stilwell and 
Col. William N. Amory, Sulzer’s friend 
and adviser. The details of the detecta- 
phone work of Mr. Hennessy and Louis 
Sarecky, are also expected to be brought 
up. 

When the Warden was seen prior to 
his departure for Albany he appeared 
fatigued and still worried over the ac- 
tion of his former friend, Hennessy, in 
laying bare the detectaphone plot 
against Stilwell. 

“Do you stand by said 
against Hennessy? ’”’ was 
asked. 

“1 stand by everything, although 
hurts me to say so."" he replied.

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WCALL’S TURN NOW: 
HE ACCUSES MITCHEL 


Asserts That He Used His Offi- 
cial Position to Aid Corporation 
of Which He Was Counsel. 


“WHY REPUDIATE MURPHY ” 


Names Boss for the First Time in 
Speech and Abuses Pulitzer — 
“It’s His End,” Says Mitchel. 


For the first time in the campaign 
Edward E. McCall last night, in the 
Academy of Music in Brooklyn, men- 
tioned the name of Charles F. Murphy 
in connection with his avowals of inde- 
pendence. Incidentally he turned loose 
the promised “exposure’’ of what he 
characterized as the insidious relations 
existing between his opponent, John 
Purroy Mitchel, as President of the 
Board of Aldermen and a member of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and the Queensboro Corporation, 
for which Mr. Mitchel was attorney. 

Mr. McCall accused Mr. Mitchel as 
&® member of the law firm of Mitchel & 
Mullen, with having accepted a retainer 
of $5,000 from the Queensboro Corpo- 
ration for the avowed purpose of draw- 
ing an inaenture for the company, and 
stated that he had in July, 1911, gone 
to Kurope at the expense of the Queens- 
boro Corporation for the purpose of 
manipulating the flotation of the bonds 
of that company. 

For this service, Mr. McCall asserted, 
his“ opponent had been paid $2,000 ex- 
pense money and had further entered 
into an agreement with the corporation 
that he would be paid 3 per cent. com- 
mission upon the amount of the bond is- 
sue of which he succeeded in dispos- 
ing. The total value of the issue, Mr. 
McCall stated, was $3,000,000. Mr. Mc- 
Call charged that as a matter of fact 
two indentures had been previously 
drawn—one by Frederick Anderson of 
the firm of Straus & Anderson, and the 
second by Mr. Wyckoff of the firm of 
Wyckoff, Clarke & Frost. 


His Vote Gave Valuc to Bonds He 
Sold. 


“And now, Mr. Mitchel, I ask of 
you,’”’ thundered the Tammany candi- 
date, “is it not a fact that the services 
that were rendered by the firm of 
Mitchel & Mullen, instead of being, as 
one would infer from the statement is- 
sued by you, the drawing of the orig- 
inal indenture, were the mere revamp- 


ing of the terms and phraseology of 
the instrument already drawn?” 

Mr. McCall made the charge that Mr. 
Mitchel’s real services for the corpora- 
tion were rendered by his votes as a 
member of the Board of Estimate and 
that when he went abroad to sell the 
bonds of the corporation he offered 
them to the bankers of Europe upon 
the basis of a future value insured by 
his actién in voting for the rapid tran- 
sit award granted by the Board of Bsti- 
mate five days before he left for 
Europe, 

The speech created a sensation and 
wag delivered shortly before midnight to 
an audience which crowded the Acad- 
emy to the doors. Mr. McCall had pre- 
viously addressed two large mass meet- 
ings in the Bronx and had spoken to a 
crowd of 3,500 Italian-Americans in 
Cooper Union. When the candidate ap- 
peared upon the platform of the Acad- 
emy of Music he was cheered for ten 
minutes by the crowd, which waved 
American flags and stamped its feet in 
approval of Mr. McCall. The candidate 
said in part: 

“My opponent and The New York 
World have repeatedly challenged me 
in this canvass to declare whether or 
not_I am any man’s man. I say that I 
am not. Mr. Mitchel has asked me to 
repudiate Mr. Murphy. 


Asys “Why Repudiate Murphy?” 

“Why should I repudiate Mr. Murphy? 
He has never asked me to do a single 
dishonorable thing. But I want to say 
that if any man ever does ask me to do 


anything dishonorable, whether that 
man is Mr. Murphy or Mr. Anbody else, 
I'll repudiate him so quickly that it will 
make his head swim. 

*““Now, Mr. Mitchel, 
pudiate your newspaper inentor, that 
fellow Pulitzer? Will you come out 
and tell the public that you can no 
Jomger stand with him; that you can 
not stand the strain of a yoke such 
as his because you feel too keenly the 
disgrace of your companionship?’ 

Throughout the course of his address 
the candidate repeatedly referred to the 
owner of The World as ‘that fellow 
Pulitzer,” that ‘ dastardly scoundrel,”’ 
and that “ miserable scamp.”’ All of his 
vituperative epithets were hailed with 
delight by the crowd, which cheered 
every attack on Mitchel, and hissed the 
mention of Pulitzer’s name. 

“For eight years,’’ shouted Mr. Mc- 
Call, ‘“‘I have not allowed that filthy 
newspaper within my house. But. they 
have invaded the privacy of my home. 
i have found in the hands of my chil- 
dren this miserable paper with their 
father pictured in chains, while this 
miserable scamp—coward that he is— 
sits back in the sanctum of his news- 
paper office while I have nothing except 
my voice to proclaim against him. 

‘There never was a more arrant cow- 
ard than the newspaper editor who as- 
sails a man and skulks behind his edi- 
torial doors for safety, and that is what 
Pulitzer has done. But, my fellow-citi- 
zens, I think that the time has come, 
and I think that a sentiment can be 
aroused in this community, to teach this 
rascal that we are living in a civilized 
community, and that if he continues 
along his filthy line of yellow journal-

Talks of Graft in Watershed. 


Mr. McCall then launched upon a 
discussion of taxation and realty ap- 
praisal in this city. He called at- 
tention to the sale at auction this week 


of the Moss Estate in the Bronx for 
$109,000 less than the assessed valua- 
tion. He stated that this was a con- 
crete example of what realty owners 
throughout the city nave to bear un- 
der the present city administration and 
was the chief cause for high rents. 

“If I am elected Mayor,” he said, “I 
will call into my councils ten of the 
most representative real estate men that 
I can select from the entire, city, re- 
gardless of their politics, and I shall 
ask them as a matter of civic duty to 
aid the Mayor of this city in order that 
this troublesome question may be set- 
tled and settled speedily.” 

Mr. McCall assailed the purchase of 
the Ulster Cotnty Railroad in the Asho- 
kan Dam watershed under an agree- 
ment for the reconstruction of that 
road on land owned by the city at a 
cost of $1,500,000. 

“Tam reliably told by contractors,” 
said Mr. McCall, “that a man could 
Dave taken the work of reconstruction 
for $500,000 and made a handsome profit, 
and yet Mr. Mitchel voted for this reso- 
jution, and his only excuse is that he 
didn’t know the facts and that he relied 
upon the report of the committee.

“Mr. Mitchel says in his statement: 
‘From the beginning of the present 
city administration in January 1910, I 
consistently urged the construction of 
a new and separate system of subways 
with city money exclusively, with nego- 
tiations for an operator while construc- 
tion was under way.’ 

“T think in that statement Mr. Mitchel 
is quite correct, but never was_ there 
any suggestion coming from him, or 
opposition on his part, to that particu- 
lar system of rapid transit that entered 
into the Queensboro Corporation area, 
although he epposed the connection 
with the Steinway tunnel: 

‘““Mr. Mitchel in his statement claims 
credit for having opposed the Interbor- 
ough’s 9 and 9 per cent. offer, which 
offer provided thoroughly for Queens. 
He says that ‘every Queens interest 
was strongly in favor of its acceptance, 
and the Queensboro Corporation ‘em- 
ployed special counsel to represent it. 
But in his very next utterance he tells 
you that within ten days thereafter, on 
July 21, 1911, shortly before he left for 
Europe, he voted for an award of pre- 
cisely the same route to the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company as far as it 
affected the interests of the Queens- 
boro Corporation.

“ THIS IS THE END OF McCALL.” 


Mitchel Makes That Statement and 
Promises Revelations. 


At Fusion headquarters in the Fifth 
Avenue Building shortly after midnight 
this morning, John Purroy Mitchel is- 
sued a statement denying the charge of 
Edward E. McCall that the law firm of 
Mitchel & Mullan had been employed by 
the Queensboro Corporation. 

‘“‘I am simply going to cut loose,’’ said 
Mr. Mitchel to the reporters, ‘* with -ma- 


terial that I have had in my possession 
all along, but did not want to use be- 
cause I dislike to indulge in personali- 
ties. But McCall has opened the door, 
and I am now going to lift the lid. I 
will start to-morrow night, and I will 
make three meetings before I go to Mad- 
ison Square Garden. I will give you a 
separate story at each meeting. This is 
the end of McCall. 


Office Record Answers Charge. 


In his reply to Mr. McCall, Mr. 
Mitchel said: 

“Mr. McCall has repeated the facts 
relating to the employment of the law 
firm of Mitchel and Mullan by the 
Queensboro Corporation, which were 
more fully set forth in the statement 


made public on Tuesday night. 

“The indenture drawn was a wholly 
new document, entirely unlike any other 
theretofore prepared by any person or 
persons for the Queensboro Corpora- 
tion, dissimilar in form, in substance 
and in. purpose, and was in no way 
based on any document prepared prior 
thereto. The work occupied many 
months, involving constant conferences 
with representatives of the company 
and other persons, counsel for banking 
houses in this country, and the repre- 
sentatives of the trust company which 
ultimately acted as trustee. 

“As to all of these services I refer to 
the office register of the firm of 
ssacchel & Mullan, in which the con- 
stant attention of my partner, Mr, Mul- 
lan, to this matter is fully set forth. 

‘““No charge was ever made for my 
services abroad in connection with the 
bond issue other than my actual ex- 
penses, the underwriting having fallen 
through; nor was any agreement made 
except that in the event of success 
reasonable fee would have been charged, 
The amount of this charge would have 
depended upon all the circumstances, 
including the price at which the bonds 
were sold, and so forth; but in no case 
could it have amounted to the sum 
mentioned by Mr. McCall. 

**No mystery surrounded the rapid 
transit situation in New York, and no 
representations were made to Seligman 
Brothers, nor to any other persons which 
were not matters of public record and 
knowledge in New York a The 
bonds were placed on the basis of the 
value of the property as it was, and on 
appraisal made in New York through 
A. J. Seligman & Co. 


Official Acts of Record, Too. 


“It is manifest that if I had gone 
abroad to place these bonds on any 
contingent or future value and had 
been willing to prostitute my sense of

“T repeat, my official action is a 
matter of public record, It cannot be 
altered, nor can it be misconstrued. My 
votes are open in respect, to every prop- 
osition. Every one of them was clearly 
in the public interest, and obviously un- 
influenced “by. any private interest, 
‘whether my own or that of any client.

hesively organized as the “‘powers that 
rey.” Consequently, ge suggested, 
hat the idea should be presented to the 
anti-Tammany forces at the great meet- 
ing to be held to-night in ‘Madison 
Square Garden. 

Samuel S. Koenig, County Chairman 
of the Republicans, has expressed his 
approval of the idea. The time was 
never so ripe, he considered, for such a 
movement, and.he thought Mr. Marks 
wise and far-sighted in making the 
suggestion. Bert Hanson of the Anti- 
Tammany Jeffersonian Alliance has 
also, promised enthusiastic support. 


RALLY FOR FUSION TO-NIGHT 


College Men and Others Will March 
to Garden——Glee Clubs Out. 


Seth Low, himself at one time Fusion 
Mayor of New York, has been selected 
as Chairman of the great meeting 
which™will bring the Fusion cainpaign 
to a climax at Madison Square Garden 
to-night. It was recognized when such 
a gathering was decided upon that it 
was putting the strength of the anti- 
Tammany movement to a severe test, 
but the great rush of demands for seats 
has convinced the Business Men’s Non- 
Partisan Anti-Tammany League, which 
has the meeting in charge, that every 
seat in the Garden will be occupled. 

Within a single week 383,000 business 
men, representing seventy-five trades 
and organizations, enrolled in the 
league, and two days ago the 12,000 
reserved seats in the Garden were en- 
tirely exhausted. To accommodate all 
who wish to get in no reservation will 
be held after 7:30 o’clock, and all ticket 
holders should be in their places by 
then. Those who have places in the 
boxes, on.the platform or in the arena 
will. be admitted at Entrance 12 on the 
TwentySeventh Street side of the Gar- 
den, between Fourth and Madison Ave- 
nues, and all others must come in by 
Madison. Avenue. 

The Mitchel supporters will approach 
the Garden from different points of the 
city in twenty processions, each headed 
by a band. One ofthe largest of these 
will be that of the Mitchel College Men’s 
League, which will fall in at Forty- 
third Street and Times Square at 6:30 
o'clock. To join it the Mitchel Club of 
Columbia University will march down 
from Morningside Heights, and behind 
it will fall in the different divisions of 
the parade. Yale, Harvard, Princeton, 
and Cornell are each to furnish a divis- 
ion, and next will come in one section 
thesgraduates of Dartmouth, Williams,’ 
Brown, and Amherst. In the rear of the 
line will be a division made up of the 
alumni of the more distant and smaller 
colleges. 

Each division will have its own cheer 
leader, and between the speeches the 
Garden will ring with college yells. 
Moreover, the College Glee Club, 150 
strong, composed of men who have 
sung in glee clubs of their own colleges, 
will sing some of the best-known col- 
lege songs. They are, however, to be 
the least of the musical part of the pro- 
ee for Mme. Fremstad of the 
fetropolitan Opera House is to sing, 
accompanied by a special string orches- 
tra of sixteen pieces. 

Various organizations will march to 
the Garden from the regular Republi- 
can and Progressive district organiza- 
tions. 


WHITMAN INDORSES NOTT. 


Thinks His Assistant Just the Man 
for General Sessions Judge. 


District Attorney Whitman came out 
heartily yesterday in support of Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles C. Nott, Jr., for 
the General Sessions Judgeship.

Tammanyites in Utilities Board 
Approved Purchase of Local 
Concerns, Mitchel Charges. 


FRANCHISES ARE PERPETUAL 


Trust WIIl Control Gas and Electric 
Supply in District More Than 
Four Times Manhattan’s Size. 


John Purroy Mitchel, the Fusion can- 
didate for Mayor, brought a new charge 
last night against Edward E. McCall. 
He asserted that Tammany’s nominee 
for Mayor and the other Tammany 
members of the Public Service Com- 
mission had turned the borough of 
Queens over to the Consolidated Gas 
Company and had given that concern a 
monopoly of not only the gas but the 
electric light and power business there 
under franchises which were perpetual 
in Many cases. 

This charge was based on the action 
of the commission in authorizing the 
Consolidated Company to purchase all 
the capital stock of the New York and 
Queens Gas Company, and all the com- 
mon and preferred stock of the New 
York and Queens Electric Light & Power 
Company. When the matter came be- 
fore the commission’ the two original 
members of that body, Commissioners 


| Eustis and Maltbie, voted against it, 


but Chairman McCall, with Commission- 
ers Williams and Cram, approved the 
purchase, 

“I don’t suppose,” said Mr. Mitchel, 
“that the people -of Queens even yet 
know that the Murphy candidate has 
eo: them at the mercy of a monopo- 

zed control of their gas and electricity 
supplies. The great area of Queens, SO 
soon to teem with population brought to 
that borough by improved transit fa- 
cilities, is the richest gold mine ever 
presented to a gigantic corporation. 

“The action of Mr. McCall in casting 
the deciding vote on this question is 
simply another example of his fondness 
for private rather than public interests 
and his tendency to easy acquiescence 
in whatever some favored financial in- 
terest asks to have put through.” 

The Queens Gas and the Queens Elec- 
tric Companies, Mr. Mitchel went on 
to explain. were local concerns. 
The Queens Gas Company was in pos- 
session of the gas franchises and busi- 
ness in the ola villages of Flushing, 
College Point, and Whitestone. It had 
unused franchises covering Newtown 
and most of Jamaica. ‘The College 
Point, Flushing Village, Newtown, and 
Jamaica franchises have no time limit, 
the others run until 1947, It was the 
only company supplying gas in the 
Third Ward of Queens, an area of 34.5 
square miles, or more than 50 per cent. 
greater than the Borough of Manhattan 
and 60 per cent, more than all the ter- 
ritory previously controlled by the Con- 
solidated. 

The Queens Electric Company held 
franchises or rights for Long Island 
City, Jamaica, Newtown, and Flushing 
without time limit, and was the only 
company supplying electric current in 
Queens outside of the Rockaways. It 
had therefore a monopoly over some 122 
square miles, a tract about four and a 
half times as large as Manhattan and 
two and a half times as largé as the 
area previously covered by the Consol- 
ney Gas Company’s electric subsid- 
saries, 

‘‘What was the attitude of Mr. Mc- 
call and his Tammany colleagues,’’ 
asked Mr. Mitchel, ‘toward the propo- 
sition to put both gas and electric sup- 
ply in Queens under the control of Con- 
solidated Gas? What did Tammany 
think about permitting ‘Con. Gas’ to 
come over from Manhattan, and absorb 
these prosperous local companies? Com- 
missioner Maltbie, a Democrat, not of 
the Murphy variety, held the hearings, 
investigated the matter, and reported 
that ‘Con. Gas’ Should not be per- 
mitted to monopolize both electricity and 
sas supply. in Queens, Commissioner 
Eustis, a Hughes Republican, agreed 
with him. But Messrs. McCall, Will- 
i1ams, and Cram outvoted them, and 
gave ‘Con, Gas’ control over these per- 
petual franchises. 

‘“ When the population of these great 
areas of Queens has increased many 
fold, the control of ‘ Con. Gas’ over un- 
limited franchises for both gas and 
electric supply will be a privilege of 
enormous value. 

More was involved: in the action of 
the Tammany Commissioners, Mr. Mit- 
chel went on to say, than the mere pass- 
ing of the local companies. It meant 
probably, he said, the abandonment and 
dismantling of the local plants. in 
Queens and that the borough would be 
supplied from the Astoria gas plant 
of the Consolidated concern. Gas will 
be sold by the Consolidated to the 
Queens Gas Company at a price fixed 
by a contract between the Consolidated 
and a subsidiary company, all of the 
stock of which it owns, he asserted. 
Then it will be held, he continued, that 
the price charged by the Queens Gas 
Company to its consumers should be 
based on the price which the Queens 
Gas Company has to pay to the con- 
trolling company. 

“Con. Gas,’”’ said Mr. Mitchel, ‘‘will 
be able to charge a high price to the 
Queens Gas Company and this will be 
urged to prevent any reduction in the 
rates charged to consumers. Whether 
such a claim will be sustained may be 
an opén question, but, as Commissioner 
Maltbie pointed out, the existence of 
such an arrangement would undoubt- 
edly be used to resist a reduction. But 
perhaps the worst aspect of this Tam- 
many job is the elimination of competi- 
tion between gas and electric service in 
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Queens. This is a direct effort to keep 
up the high, cost of living.”’ 

Mr. Mitchel then quoted the opinion 
of the .Massachusetts Commission on 
the High Cost of Living, which set 
forth that a decline in the price of gas 
and electricity had always followed a 
sharp competition between gas and elec- 
tric light companies. The candidate 
pointed .out that the experience of 
Massachusetts and other States had 
thus been ignored in the case of.Queens 
by the Tammany majority of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission.

Candidate Clings to Fire Escape 
as Throng Struggles to En- 


ter Hall Behind Him. 


GALLERY SAGS WITH CROWD 


Candidate Says Murphy Is Beaten, 
but That His Supporters Must 
Fight to the End. 


John Purroy Mitchel was forced to 
cling to the iron railing of a fire escape 
to save himself from being thrown to 
the ground by his enthusiastic support- 
ers at 10 o’clock last night, as he was 
endeavoring to cli.) into the audito- 
rium On the third floor of Hunt’s Point 
Palace at 163d Street and Southern 
Boulevard, to address 6,000 persons who 
awaited him there. 

The Fusion candidate for Mayor had 
forced his way through a crowd of 3,000 
men who were unable to enter the build- 
ing. The auditorium was so crowded 
that it was feared he could not get to 
the platform from the regular entrance 
so Mr. Mitchel went to the fire escape, 
which extended to the third floor near 
the speakers’ platform. Some two hun- 
dred persons who had forced their way 
through the doors on the ground floor 
behind Mr. Mitchel ran after him when 
he opened the door leading to the fire 
escape. Mr. Mitchel was thrown against 
the rail and he had to hang to it to 
keep the pressure of those struggling 
behind him from shoving him over it. 
This would have meant a fall of thirty 
| feet. 

With the aid of two policemen and 
several cool-headed persons in the crowd 
| the jam on the platform of the fire 
escape was broken up. One thing that 
contributed to lessen the pressure on 
the candidate was a fist fight which 
| eerkgh in the rear of the crowd. Many 
who had been struggling for a chance 
' to climb up behind the candidate on the 
fire escape abandoned this effort and 
stayed behind to see the counter-attrac- 
tion. While two policemen were subdu- 
ing the combatants Mr. Mitchel climbed 
| safely up the tron stairs. 

A great shout greeted him when he 
took his place on the platform. While 
j the demonstration for the candidate was 
in progress the struggles of persons in 
ans of the galleries for vantage points 
from which they could get a good look 
at Mr. Mitchel caused the gallery to 
sag, short-circuiting some wires and 
putting out the eiectric lights on that 
side of the house. There was danger of 
a panic for a while, but the crowd be- 
came quiet when it was found that the 
gallery would hold. There was another 
ovation for Mr. Mitchel when he was in- 
troduced. 

“The campaign over, he said. 
‘‘ Murphy is beaten. Nevertheless, it is 
the duty of the friends of good govern- 
ment to work unremittingly for this 
cause. Tammany is well-versed in all 
the methods of stealing an election. 
Tammany is desperate. It will resort 
to any means to halk the will of the 
people at this election. ; 

‘McCall says that I am against the 
subways. That is totally and wholly 
false. When I am Mayor I will compel 
the construction of subways.

IN BEILISS'S FAVOR 


| But Experts Are Divided on the 
| Question of the Motive for 
| the Boy’s Murder. 


HAIR FOUND NOT ACCUSED’S 


Imperial Court Surgeon Opposes the 
Theory That the Crime Was for 
Blood-Getting and Torture.

Dr. Pavloff and Prof. Kadian for

| Dr. Pavloff, who is an Imperial 
Court surgeon, said the information 
provided for the experts and on which 
their judgment was formed was 
hopelessly inadequate and contra- 
dictory. The body was removed 
from the cave by the police, no doctor 
being present. The heart was com- 
pressed in the operation of removing 
it and then put in a chemical prepara- 
tion, so that it was no longer a heart 
at all. It was impossible to say what 
it 
was also impossible to say what 
wounds were inflicted before death 
and what afterward. 

The wounds, said Dr. Pavloff, had 
not been inflicted in order to get 
blood, but by criminals in a hurry. 
Some of the veins must have remained 
full of blood. 

Prof. Kadian, a very eminent sur- 
geon, agreed with Dr. Pavloff, and 
much impressed the court by his skill- 
ful reconstruction of the crome. He 
showed with a knife precisely how the 
wounds might have been produced by 
ordinary criminals holding a strug- 
gling boy, and dispatching him with 
all speed with repeated blows. The 
body, he said, was cleaned in order 
to destroy traces of the crime.

SCHILDKNECHT SLIPS 
BACK, BUT IS CAUGHT 


Young Cashier Charged with 
Embezzling $55,000 Came In 


| as One of Ship’s Crew. 
f 


ELUDES DETECTIVES AT PIER 


Blames Woman and Her Friends for 
His Fall and Says He Will 


Tell All He Knows. 


Detectives from the William J. Burns 
‘Agency took into custody yesterday John 
C. Schildknecht, missing cashier of the 
jWashburn-Crosby Company of 17 Bat- 
tery Place, who is believed to have em- 
bezzled $55,000 of the funds of the firm. 
The detectives turned him over to Detec- 
tive Edwin Leigh of the District Attor- 
mey’s office, where a bench warrant had 
been waiting him some time on an indict- 
ment for grand larceny on sixty-eight 
counts. 

Schildknecht fled to South America on 
Aug. 30. He finally became penniless at 
Montevideo, when he concluded to re- 
turn and give himself up. He worked 
his way back as a member of the crew 
of the steamship Voltaire of the Lamport 
and Holt Line, which arrived here Mon- 
day. A Burns man searched the vessel 
for Schildknecht, but failed to identify 
him as a member of the ship’s company. 

Leaving the ship the cashier, who had 
only fifteen cents of his stolen fortune 
left, hired a taxicab and rode around 
town considering whether to give him- 
self up. He decided not to do so. Then 
he continued in the cab to the home of 
his parents on Rockaway Parkway, 
Canarsie, where his mother had to pay 
the chauffeur $20. He borrowed some 
money and went to a house in Bergen 
Street near Third Avenue, Brooklyn, 
for a room. Manager W. D. Dickson of 
the Burns Agency, with Detectives J. 
W. Carter and James E. Downing, who 


had been informed that he was concealed 
there, went to the house late on Wednes- 


day. 

Barly yesterday they took Schild- 
knecht to a Manhattan hotel and guard- 
ed him until yesterday afternoon, when 
he was arrested on the bench warrant. 
The cashier protested that he had not 
stolen more than $35,000. He declared 
that what money he did not spend had 
gone to Effie McMinn, whom he repre- 
sented as his wife while living at the 
Garden City Hotel on Long Island, and 
3 some men whom she introduced to 

m. 

“Get that McMinn woman,” Schild- 
knecht told Detective Carter. ‘‘I am 
willing to tell all I know, and before I 
get through I'll make it possible for you 
a her and that gang to prison for 

s.”’ 

The cashier gave the woman jewelry 
worth $10,000, it is said, and a large part 
of his thefts. 

Until the Burns detectives told him 
of the woman’s record Schildknecht, 
who is 25 years old, said he believed 
she was the innocent country girl she 
represented herself to be to him. She 
came from a good family at Knoxville, 
Tenn., the detectives said, but for sev- 
eral years she had been associated with 
members of the Paul Kelly gang, for 
ww. she acted as a decoy. 

hildknecht said it was Nick Vacar- 
relli, a brother of Paul Kelly, who aid- 
ed him to escape by steamer to New 
Orleans, where $300 was sent to him. 
One of Vacarrelli’s men went there with 
him. The woman had promised to join 
him in South America. When she failed 
to arrive, Carter said, the cashier sent 
a cablegram to a man named Fried- 
lander, manager of Vacarrelli’s pool 
and billiard room in West 116th Street, 
asking about her. Friedlandér read the 
message, but became frightened, it is 
said, and refused to admit it was in- 
tended for him. A Burns man, who 
was watching the place, intercepted the 
messenger boy and read the cablegram. 
This was Schildknecht’s message: “1s 
Effie coming? Send me $300.” 

At first the gang, who were getting 
money from the cashier, supposed he 
was wealthy, as he was living like a 
millionaire, using twe automobiles and 
employing a maid and valet, say _ the 
detectives, and they planned to rob him. 


LABOR DYNAMITERS 
FIGHT CONVICTION 


Appeal of 30 of the 33 Found 
Guilty at Indianapolis Ar- 
gued at Chicago. 


BASED ON TECHNICALITIES 


Case to be Carried to United States 
Supreme Court if Circuit Court 
Rules Against Them. 


CHICAGO, Oct. -29.—Objections to the 
conviction of thirty of the thirty-three 
dynamite plotters found guilty at Indi- 
anapolis last. December were laid before 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals to-day in an appeal of the men to 
have the verdicts set aside. On behalf 
of Frank M. Ryan, President of the 
Structural Iron Workers’ Union; Olaf A. 
Tveitmoe of San Francisco, and the 
other labor union officers adjudged 
guilty of complicity in dynamite plots, 
Chester H. Krum, their chief counsel, 
argued: 


That even if tHe defendants had been 
gullty of illegally transporting dyna- 
mite and nitro-glycerine on passenger 
trains in violation of Federal law, and 
even if they had blown up the work 
of contractors who refused to join the 
union, the statute of limitations had 
run against the offense before the men 
were tried. 

That the Federal Court at Indianap- 
olis erred in allowing Ortie E. Mc- 
Manigal and Edward Clark, confessed 
dynamiters, to testify against the 
other men, lark and Mc- 
Manigal were co-defendants and their 
testimony was incompetent. 

That the destruction of non-union 
work was an offense against the State 
and on against the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

That the law prohibiting transporta- 
tion of explosives on passenger trains 
was a precaution for the safety of 
geen ete and was directed against 
the railroads. 

That the men were convicted both of 
conspiracy and of direct violation on 
the same evidence and therefore were 
punished more than once for the same 
offense.

Dentist Gets Term of 7 1-2 Years in 
Atlanta. 


Dr. Ernest A. Muret, friend and asso- 
ciate of Hans Schmidt, the confessed 
murderer, was sentenced yesterday by 
Judge Hunt in the United States Dis- 
trict Court to imprisonment in Atlanta 
Penitentiary for seven and a half years 
for having in his possession counterfeit- 
ing materials.

Judge Hunt read a report from the 
physician in the Tombs, who said that 
Muret had some symptoms of tubercu- 
losis, but that no actual tuberculosis 
was present. Then, proceeding to pro- 
nounce the sentence, Judge Hunt said: 
“You will be taken good care of in 
Atlanta on account of your condition.” 
Muret is seeking a few days’ delay 
before he is taken to Atlanta, in order 
that he may arrange for the care of his 
property during his imprisonment. 


KATZ SENT TO THE TOMBS. 


Convicted of Robbing Heinze, Goes 
to Sing Sing Next Week. 


Charles Katz, President of the Eastern 
Brewing Company of Brooklyn, whose 
conviction of grand larceny in the first 
degree on May 3, 1910, was affirmed 
on Tuesday by the Court of Appeals, 
surrendered yesterday to Justice Gave~ 
gan in the criminal branch of the Su- 
preme Court. Katz was sent to the 


Tombs for one week after which he 
must go to Sing Sing to begin his sen- 
tence of not less than three or more 
than seven years. 

Katz was convicted of irregularities 
connected with the Windsor Trust scan- 
dal.

HEIR TO $160,000 
CANNOT BE FOUND 


After 15 Years of Vain Search 
Henry Kopp Wants Brother 
John Adjudged Dead. 


LAST HEARD FROM IN 1896 


Was Then About to Flee from Oro- 
ville, Cal., Where an Epidemic 
of Smallpox Was Raging. 


After an untiring though fruitless 
search of fifteen years for John Kopp, 
who went West in 1896 and two years 
| later ceased to communicate with his 
relatives, Albert Kopp of 75 Perry 
Street, has filed a petition in the Sur- 
rogates’ Court to have his brother ad- 
judged dead and an administrator of 
his estate appointed. The estate is es- 
timated at more than $160,000. Michael 
J. Egan has been appointed referee to 
take testimony. 

John Kopp was born in New York in 
1853. He worked at carpentering for 
several years and then entered a law 
office, where he spent three years in 
legal studies. In 1874 he decided to see 
something of the world and with $320 
given to him by his mother, Mrs. Chris- 
tiane Kopp, now dead, he went to Cali- 
fornia. ; 

During the next few years Kopp made 
several visits to his family in New York, 
but he never evinced any desire to re- 
turn for good. He loved the West, he 
said, with the wide open stretches of 
country and friendly people, and he dis- 
liked the city with its noise and its 
crowds. The last visit he made to New 
York was in 1896, and the last letter he 
wrote to his family was from Oroville, 
Cal, in July, 1898. At that time his 
mother sent $25 to him in order that he 
might leave Oroville, where smallpox 
was then epidemic. His mother also 
Placed money to her son’s credit in 
seven savings banks. At the time of 
her death, in i901, this money amounted 
to more than $28,000. 

After some months, during which timé 
nothing was heard from John Kopp, 
the members of his family began a 
Search for him. Hundreds of letters 
were written and hundreds received, 
and every possible clue was followed 
up. Henry Kopp was aided in his 
search by his two sisters, Amelia Mar- 
graf and Louise Glucker. 

It was learned that a John Kopp had 
belonged to the Order of Odd Fellows 
in .San Francisco. The clue seemed 
promising and the family was hopeful 
of results. But the records of the Odd 
Fellows had been destroyed in the 
earthquake and fire of 1906 and the 
clue came to nothing. 

Henry Kopp left New York in 1900 
for California. He visited many towns 
there, and in each one he would search 
the post offices and health records 
and directories for his brother’s name.

Carden’s Attitude Prevents 
Agreement on Details.

MEXICO CITY, QOct. 29.—No con- 
certed action as to defining a Mexican 
policy is possibile for the foreign diplo- 
mats here, in view of the position 
which has been taken by Sir Lionel 
Carden. The members of the corps 
became aware of this after a meeting 
held some time ago, when the British 
Minister expressed his opposition to 
all the decisions reached by his col- 
leagues. 

Since that time the Ministers of 
France, Germany, Italy, Spain, Aus- 
tria, Norway, and Belgium have been 
meeting separately and making indi- 
vidual representations to their own 
Governments. It is impossible to as- 
certain what decisions they have 
reached, although it is known, that 
they agree that the Washington Gov- 
ernment should do something besides 
exert moral pressure and wait for de- 
velopments or for some to push it 
into the breach. 

The Latin-American diplomats have 
also been excluded from these con- 
ferences, as it is believed that they 
are too closely in touch with the pres- 
ent Government. Nelson O’Shaugh- 
nessy, the American Chargé, is not in 
the confidence of the European dip- 
lomats, either, although he is person- 
ally on friendly terms with the major- 
ity of them. 

It is reported here that Gen. Ger- 
onimo Trevino, one of the oldest Gen- 
erals in the Mexican Army, has been 
captured by the rebels in their last 
attack on Monterey. In the course 
of the second day of the fight the 
rebels reached the market place ad- 
joining the Trevino residence, de- 
stroying the market. Gen. Trevino 
and his son were captured, and it 
was planned to put them in front 
of the rebel troops in the assault on 
the city, the leaders believing that 
many Federal soldiers would refrain 
from firing for fear of killing the 
The younger Tre- 
vino, however, escaped, and the elder 
was rescued after a skirmish with 
Gen. Pefia. ;

During August and Sep- 
tember, 1913, communica- 
tions have been received in the 
various city departments from 
the Committee on Standard- 
ization of Salaries and Grades, 
of which William A. Prender- 
gast, candidate for Comptroll- 
er, is chairman, and George 
A. McAneny, candidate for 
President of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and Lewis H. Pounds, 
candidate for President of the 
Borough of Brooklyn, are the 
other members, enclosing re- 
ports covering the various em- 
ployees of such departments, 
with the information that it 
was the committee’s intention 
to recommend to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment 
(which they control) an aver- 
age reduction of 40 per cent. 
in the salaries of the employes 
named in such reports. 

The civilian employees of 
this city constitute a body of 
faithful, intelligent and effi- 
cient public servants. Many of 


them have worked up to their 
present salaries as the result 
of years of hard and persistent 
effort. The effect of an un- 
deserved reduction in their pay 
could not fail to be dishearten; 
ing to them and demoralizing 
to the public service. It would 
destroy all incentive to whole- 
hearted service. It would also 
tend to keep desirable persons 
from entering the employ of 
the city. A majority of those 
who did so would be apt to 
seek employment as a tempo- 
rary makeshift, and not with 
a view to permanent service. 
The result would inevitably be 
a lowering of the tone of the 
municipal civil service, with a 
corresponding detriment to the 
best interests of the city. 

The men employed by the 
Committee on Standardiza- 
tion of Salaries and Wages are 
men whose only qualification 
was pull. They did not have 
to pass any civil service test. 
They are paid $10 a day and 
have no knowledge of condi- 
tions and no previous experi- 
ence which would fit them for 
the work, yet they are brought 
in, some of them. from out of 
town, and given authority to 
cut the salaries and wages of 
men who have grown gray in 
the city service. They were 
appointed on the recommen- 
dation of either Mr. Prender- 
gast, Mr. -McAneny, Mr. 
Pounds or Mr. Mitchel, who 
was the leader in standard- 
ization work when he was 
President of the Board of 
Aldermen. Mr. Mitchel is re- 
ported to have said that every 
man should be paid a living 
wage—$1.00 a day. 

It is a fact known the world 
over that the lead of New 
York City is followed every- 
where. The wholesale slicing 
of salaries and wages of city 
employees on a 40 per cent. 
basis would be followed in 
every line of trade just as sure 
as night follows day.

All of which is to discuss rather too 
seriously the motive of a play which, 
though its doctrine is sound enough, ‘is 
chiefly to be considered in the light of 
an agreeable and appealing story ad- 
mirably told.

Miss Carlisle’s grace and ease, humor 
and tenderness and sincerity, served to 
make Mrs. Oliver a thoroughly likable 
person, and one upon whom any man 
might be expected to expend a con- 
siderable amount of sympathy. Then, 
to add to the joy of the occasion, there 
was Mr. William Sampson, in the role 
of a familiar enough type of hen- 
pecked husband, but acted with a 
wealth of humorous suggestion. 

It has been some time since Mr. Samp- 
son has been seen to such excellent ad- 
vantage, and his was a considerable 
share in making the success. Orrin 
Johnson was a pleasing Ingraham, and 
an admirable figure was provided .by 
Allison Skipworth. Josephine Lovett 
added: amusement as a’ too solicitous 
wife, and Vivian Martino, as the newly 
married one, was radiantly pretty and 
played with neat emotional expressive- 
ness.

Edwin H. Blashfield, the Paint- 
er, Has Not Particularly 
Noted the Slashed Skirt. 


PREFERS A SIMPLE COSTUME 


Dislikes the Fashion of Gathering 
the Skirt at the Bottom, Giving the 


Appearance of Turkish Trousers.

There is at least one man in New York 
who has no opinions on the subject of 
the slashed skirt, and more than that, 
he says he has not particularly noted 
the effect of that garment, either sub- 
jectively or objectively speaking. These 
facts developed yesterday in the course 
of an interview with Edwin H. Blash- 
field, the painter, who had been asked to 
assist in the definition of The Girl, of 
To-day, whom THE-Ngew York TrMzs is 
making an effort to find. It is Mr. 
Blashfield who made the admissions 
noted. , 

Mr. Bilashfield thinks that the most 
distinctive feature of The Girl of To-day 
is the way she garbs herself, though he 
admits there are other characteristics 
that distinguish her from the girl of 
other times. But speaking of the clothes 
of The Girl of To-day, Mr. Blashfield 
thinks there is one detail which if not 
absolutely ugly, at least cannot be ac- 
counted for or excused. This is the 
gathered effect near the bottom of the 
skirt, which, unless the figure of the 
girl or woman who is on the other side 
of it conforms to certain specifications, 
make her look as if she were wearing 
anything from a pair of Turkish panta- 
loons to the trousers which father put 
away on the shelf in the days when 
tailors used to make the legs of bifur- 
cated garments of about the same ‘size 
as the waist. 

“TI should say that her beautiful 
clothes are one thing that makes the 
Girl of To-day distinctive,” said Mr. 
Blashfiela. ‘‘ Women’s costumes to-day 
are the most beautiful, and, I should 


say, reasonable, that have been worn in 
a hundred years. 

“And yet,’ continued Mr. Blashfield, 
‘‘T should qualify that characterization. 
I should say that that is true about 
the costumes of to-day with the ex- 
ception of a few details. For one thing, 
and that is the main thing, I do not 
like the way many dresses are gath- 
ered about the feet. You have probably 
noticed what I mean—the fullness from 
above the knee down to near the bot- 
tom of the skirt, where it is gathered 
up in some freakish fashion that makes 
some women look as if they were wear- 
ing Turkish pantaloons. For my_part, 
I prefer a costume of simple lines. When 
you change the shape of a garment 
where Nature gives you no reason, you 
err. You have a tendency to revert to 
the days when an impression was creat- 
ed that woman’s figure was a very 
different thing from what it had been 
created. The effect of this gathering 
of the skirt in the fashion that some 
affect is apt to make the simple-mind- 
ed observer raise the question whether 
half the woman’s figure might not 
have been turned the wrong way by 
mistake. 

‘Of course, the Girl of To-day is a 
great deal more athletic and she is big- 
ger than the girl of twenty years ago, 
and in many ways one must admit that 
physically she is a fine specimen. At 
the same time,’ supplemented Mr. 
Blashfield, ‘‘I must admit that I do not 
know enough of the younger generation 
to point out many of their most prom- 
inent traits. But the Girl of To-day is 
a handsome girl, and she looks better 
when her dress has in it as few lines 
aS possible. She should not disfigure 
her appearance by additions to her cos- 
tume that are inartistic and can be ac- 
counted for by nothing in rhyme or 
reason.”’ 

“Would you say that the slashed 
skirt detracts from the appearance of 
The Girl of To-day?’’ Mr.- Bilanchfield 
was asked. 

“T cannot sa 
idea,” he replied; ‘‘and yet, I must 
add that I have not particularly noticed 
this feature. I am afraid I like some- 
thing that is of a more flowing style.’’

MR. M’ANENY’S ECONOMY. 

The economy which President Mc- 
ANENY of the Borough of Manhattan 
has practiced not only in the expenses 
of his office but in the Work for the 
eity of which he has had charge is not 
of the cheese-paring: kind. It is true 
that in the direct cost of his office he 
has cut off some $170,000, and that 
in spite of the demands of needs con- 
stantly increasing with the develop- 
ment of the borough. But his real 
economy has been of the positive, not 
the negative, kind. So far from starv- 
ing the services under his control, he 
has nourished and strengthened them. 

This he has done by the application 
of some very simple and very sound 
principles. He has, in the first place, 
taken great pains to obtain full and 
accurate information as to every work 
undertaken. Then he has sought 
practical expert counsel as to the ques- 
tions presented. Then he has endeav- 
ored to look as far ahead as possible, 
that his plans might meet require- 
ments as they arose, thus avoiding 
the expense, always great, of correct- 
ing errors or changing methods. Then 
at every practicable point he has pro- 
vided for accurate, constant, honest 
inspection in order to secure good 
work at every stage. Finally he has 
administered his office with the closest 
attention to the actual merit of all 
engaged, with encouragement on 2 
one hand and discipline on the other. 

In brief, he has run his office as 
he would a private business of equal 
extent and complexity, with this dif- 
ference, that he has been more care- 
ful because his office is a trust. 


THE WORLD PROTEST. 


An extraordinary demonstration, 
the latest of a world-wide series, was 
made in London on Tuesday evening 
of general indignation at the attempt 
in Russia to fasten upon the Jews 
the terrible stigma of murder for 
ritual purposes. The trial of the ac- 
cused, as an example of primitive and 
uncivilized methods of administering 
justice, with the long delay, the cruel 
confinement of the prisoner, the ma- 
nipulation of the police, the intimi- 
dation of ignorant witnesses previous 
to their taking the stand, is a matter 
But 
in the comity of nations these are 
regarded as concerning Russians only 
and not calling for an expression of 
public opinion beyond the borders of 
Russia. 

There is much more in the actual 
case. There is the undisguised and 
avowed purpose to establish for the 
Jews of Russia and of the world com- 
plicity in a heinous crime from mo- 
tives that do not and absolutely can 
not prevail, motives abhorrent to the 


instincts, the conscience, the faith, 
law, and tradition of the race. It is 
the consciousness of this that arouses 
the resentment not only of the Jews, 
but of all fair-minded persons of 
whatever religion. It is not the ob- 


gecure prisoner at Kieff alone who is 
gure to be the victim of persecution, 
it is all the members of the Jewish 
race. And in every land where that 
race is an integral part of the body 


politic, among the people who live with

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sympathetic resentment is strongly 
felt. It has found expression from all 
classes, all sects, all nationalities.

It is proper 
that the “moral support” of right- 
minded people the world over shall be 
given to the Russian Government in 
all that it may do to ward off this 
dunger; it is proper, also, for that 
Government to be warned plainly of 
the moral condemnation that surely 
awaits it if it fail in this plain duty. 


“SPEED IS LIFE.” 

In the words of the unfortunate 
millionaire who dropped dead in his 
thirty-seventh year, “speed is life.” 
He said that when he started he liked 
to get where he was going. He or- 
dered his life as he would, and per- 
haps died as he wished, as well as 
lived as he wished: He was so con- 
spicuous a figure that his words, like 
his example, may influence some. It 
would be useful for them to remark 
that’ speed was death in his case. 
There can be hardly a doubt that if he 
had wished he could have lived longer, 
so that if speed to his end was his 
ambition he might have died even 
sooner, 

But speed is death rather than life 
for multitudes more than he. The 
world moves too fast, and *-~ to slow 
down or pay the penalty of violating 
the speed laws. The passi-- for ac- 
celeration is so general that it is 
worth while to drop a little hi: at 
“speed is hot life” always, not even 
for those who think so, and never for 
those who have no Choice about the 
epeed of others, and pay an undeserved 
penalty for a national failing. 


THE STEEL COMPANY’S REPORT. 

The United States Steel Corporation 
has made reports for thirteen third 
quarters, and for the current quarter 
it reports earnings exceeded but once. 
That is not so bad for conditions not 
the best, and in a year of tariff revi- 
sion. It would be interesting to 
know whether the rest of the trade is 
doing equally well. If so it would be 
difficult to believe that business’ is 
so bad as some unhappy souls think, 
and try to persuade others. They can 
be right only on the theory that the 
Trust is more prosperous than its 
competitors, That would be in ac- 
cord. with the fact that the Trust can 
live where others would find scant 
picking. 

When prices are rising they are ac- 
customed to charge all the traffic will 
bear, and leave the Trust to take 
what business they do not want or 
cannot accept. On the other hand, 
when prices are falling, the Trust 
gets the cream of the business, and is 
kept busy by doing business on which 
its smaller rivals would lose money. 
The key to the future lies largely in 
these speculations, but there is a 
lack of material for decisive answer, 
for there are no other reports com- 
parable with the Trust’s in their 


promptness, fullness, and authority.

FAIR TO BOTH SIDES. 

Of the newspapers that are oppos- 
ing him and his ticket, Mr. McCatu 
said in his Tammany Hall speech 
Tuesday night:

We 
think that in the apportionment of 
their news space and attention be- 
tween the opposing forces of Fusion 
and Tammany, the newspapers that 
advocate the election of Mr. MitcHreL 
and his associates have been en- 
tirely fair to the other side. The 
facts and arguments they offer are 
candidly presented day by day. If 
Mr. McCaLtu wants more space he 
must be more impressive and inter- 
esting. Newspaper readers are not 
particularly moved by what he has to 
say about economy in the city ad- 
ministration. We do not believe that 
his audiences are much stirred by 


what he has to say about extrava- 
gance. The reason is that Tam- 
many administration never is and, 
from the nature of Tammany's prin- 
ciples, never can be economical. 

Mr. McCauuL would get a good deal 
more space in the daily reports if 
he would make his speeches more 
readable. If, for instance, he would 
tell the candid truth about Murpry, 
take the public into his confidence in 
regard to his relations with Murpuy, 
and from his inside knowledge tell 


something of the subjects discussed 
and the resolves taken in the coun- 
cils of the Tammany chiefs, he would 
be reported verbatim.

COTTON STANDARDS. 
Washington dispatches report a 
conference between the Secretary of 
Agriculture and \representatives of 
the Cotton Exchanges of the United 
States regarding the grading of cot- 
ton for Exchange dealings. This is 
but one feature of the fight regarding 
the regulation of cotton speculation 
by taxation, which will be bitterer 
than before when it is resumed at the 
-sessio! posal which 


[reached the pole, 
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the Tariff bill was to make the tax 
nominal on all dealings upon the 
basis of Government standards, and 
to tax other dealings so heavily as 
to make.them impracticable. Ob- 
viously this was not the levying of a 
tax for the securing of revenue, for 
the revenue would fall upon compli- 
ance with the law. The object was 
to suppress a certain sort of business 
by the use of the taxing power, for 
the reason that it would have been 
difficult to pass or execute a direct 
statute to the same effect. The pro- 
posal was further objectionable in 
that it mingled two different sub- 
jects ef legislation, the regulation of 
speculation and.the adjustment of 
standards, and dealt with neither on 
its merits nor in a manner best 
adapted to the result intended. This 
appears clearly from the nature of the 
Secretary’s hearing. The object of 
the legislation which is suspended 
was to make cotton speculation costly 
unless carried on in a manner di- 
rected by the bill, and thus produce 
uniformity according to the Govern- 
ment standards. 

But the Secretary was told by the 
representatives of the trade that the 
cotton business is international, and 
that they desired to conduct business 
in the manner and on the standards 
of Liverpool, that is, on a world basis, 
rather than a national basis. 

The Government standards pro- 
posed as part of the cotton future 
legislation are not impossible, as ap- 
pears from the fact that they have 
been adopted by some Exchanges and 
consumers. But neither are they 
ideal. The reasonable criticism is 
that the Government did not inquire 
into the customs of the trade, either 
of the world, or even of the United 
States. Instead of conforming to 
the customs of business or of guiding 
business in the desired direction by 
consultation and co-operaticn, an 
entirely new departure was made, 
and business was directed to conform 
to methods propounded as ideal. If 
they were such for the United States, 
as they are not, since they are not 
universally acceptable, the hearing of 
the trade by the Secretary establishes 
that they are not ideal for a large 
part of the trade, which cannot be 
coaxed or coerced into conducting 
their affairs to please other people. 

In a small way an “ American” 
cotton standard is as obnoxious as 
the ‘‘ American ”’ standard of banking 
and currency, which is being sloughed 
off with such unanimous approval. 
It would be easy to criticise the Gov- 
ernment standards for lack of con- 
formity to American standards, which 
have reasons and justification as well 
as faults. That, however, is a con- 
tentious proposition, leaving the 
scales to be turned, it might seem, 
by the fact that the United States 
standard is out of conformity with 
the world standard. Not even the 
enactment of the Government’s nine 
standards can reduce the cotton trade 
of the United States to provincial 
proportions, yet persistence with the 
experiment would put obstructions to 
the easy flow of business in directions 
which are not bad merely because 
they are customary. It is equally 
true that the Government standards 
are not ideal because they are the 
Government’s and may be enacted. 
Why cannot Government and business 
get together, in the manner proposed 
at the Secretary’s hearing. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Before letting one’s 
heart bleed very pro- 
fusely for the young 
—presumably very 
young—stenographing 
person who in a letter printed on this 
page -yesterday appealed for sympathy 
because her good looks are a hindrance, 
not a help, in her professional career, 
it would be well to ask her a single 
question. Would she, even in the mo- 
ment following whatever may have been 
the worst of her experiences, consider 
accepting the aid of a magician who, by 
a single wave of his wand, could and 
would substitute for her present charms 
an ugliness effectively protective from 
annoyances of the kind she intimates? 

Of course she would not, nor would 
any woman in the world. Therefore it 
must.be that in her heart of hearts, if 
nowhere else, every woman, like every 
man, knows that good looks, though cer- 
tain real and serious dangers go. with 
them, yet have advantages far out- 
weighing these perils. To get along 
without beauty is indeed possible, since 
without its aid successes of every kind 
and all sizes have been achieved in- 
numerable times, and will be again. 
But it is always with an effort greater 
than otherwise would have been or would 
be required. 

Even among proverbs there is no fa- 
miliar statement more fallacious, more 
directly contradicting knowledge and ex- 
perience, than the one that beauty is 
only skin deep. On the contrary, beauty 
is an infallible evidence of almost every 
essential good quality, for, in its several 
degrees, it is indicative of health, of 
good breeding—as eugenists, not geneal- 
ogists, use that word—and of those fun- 
damental excellencies of mind and body 
which alone are transmissible (along 
with many a taint and blemish, unfortu- 
nately) to those coming after. 

In our judgments of individuals we 
should not confuse intelligence and ca- 
pacities with education and _ training. 
** Nature ”’ never does, and that fact ac- 
counts for many a marriage deemed 
amazing by the thoughtless, who cannot 
understand ‘‘ what she saw in him,” or 
he in her, especially when the she in 
question happens to be what is called 
with needless disparagement ‘' an empty- 
headed doll.’ 

If our troubled correspondent correctly 
estimates her attractiveness, therefore, 
let her refrain from bemoaning her fate. 
She will have her bad quarter-hours, 
doubtless, but none of them will make 
her sincerely envy the safety of her less 
favored sisters.

Ore cannot but regret 
that our first specimen of that style of 
construction is not to be preserved.

Prof. Seligman Pays Tribute to 


Judge Seaman’s Qualities. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the candidacy of Judge Seaman for re- 
election several points seem to have been 
overlooked. That he has been a fearless and 
upright Judge, loyal to his duties, courteous 
to all alike, and showing fear or favor to no 
one will be conceded by all. That he has 
been honorably distinguished in independence, 
and in the dignified conduct of,his office, 
is scarcely less obvious to the attentive citi- 
zen. That he has served with a conspicuous 
advantage to the public interests and has 
been responsible for a marked improvement 
in the general morale of the municipal 
courts is perhaps less widely known. That 
he is characterized by an unusual delicacy of 
feeling, by a sensitive high-mindedness, and 
by an unswerving devotion to the highest 
ideals, which is as rare as it is stimulating— 
these are perhaps familiar only to those who 
have been privileged to come into a closer 
personal contact with him, 

It is nothing less than a public misfortune 
that such a capable, such an efficient, and 
such a wholly admirable public servant should 
be in the slightest danger of losing, his posi- 
tion. It reflects discreditably upon all three 
of the political parties that they have pre- 
ferred partisan ends to the public weal, and 
have set up candidates of their own instead 
of uniting on one who has been so conspicu- 
ously deserving and who has earned the ad- 
miration and high regard of all with whom 
he has come in contact. 

What a commentary it is upon the short- 
comings of our modern democracy, and what 
an overwhelming argument it affords in favor 
of the short ballot! Here is a man of the 
very best character, who Nas sedulously re- 
frained from prostituting his office by un- 
dignified alliances with any political party 
and who represents one of the very rare 
existing types of the ideal Judge—foot-free 
and hand-free from anything but his devotion 
to the lofty ideal of his office; and yet be- 
cause of this very independence and this 
admirable fearlessness, he is turned down by 
the petty local besses and is compelled to 
run as an independent candidate! Does 
thig not bring out in glaring colors the evils 
of an elective judiciary and the need of a 
direct primary? 

It is sincerely to be hoped that at least 
the intelligent voters in the district may be 
able to emancipate themselves from the usual 
party bondage and show that they are really 
alive to the higher principle involved by vot- 
ing to retain in office such an admirable pub- 
lic official as Judge Seaman.

NO JOBS FOR SPOILSMEN. 


‘Deputy Revenue Collectors to be Ef- 
ficient and Approved by Freasury. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—President 
Wilson’s warning to spoilsmen that they 
need not look longingly at the 1,200 
Deputy Collectorships and Deputy Mar- 
shalships taken from under the protec- 
tion of the civil service laws by the 
newly enacted urgent deficiency appro- 
priation law, was reiterated late this 
afternoon by Secretary McAdoo of the 
Treasury. 

Following instructions from the Prest- 
dent, Mr. McAdoo notified all Collectors 
of Internal Revenue that no Deputy Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue were to be 
appointed hereafter without the approv- 
al of the department, that the object of 
the provision in the urgent deficiency 
law was efficiency, and that the spoils 
system must not be allowed to creep in. 
It is understood that Secretary McAdoo 
will soon issue a similar order to all 


Collectors of Customs with respect to 
the Deputy Collectorships of Customs, 
which have the same status under the 
new law as the Deputy Marshalships. 

The provision in the urgent deficiency 
law which takes these deputies out of 
the shelter of the civil service law has 
been much criticised. When he signed 
the bill on Oct. 22 President Wilson did 
¥ with a written statement that there 

ould be no danger of the spoils princi- 
ple being allowed to creep into the Cus- 
toms or Internal Revenue Service with 
his approval or connivance. 

Secretary McAdoo’s order to Revenue 
Collectors said that ‘‘any tendency to 
use this class of appointments merely 
for personal reward or anything that 
savors of the spoils system will be con- 
sidered as a serious disregard of public 
duty, and that they will be expected to 
deal with these matters in a spirit which 
the whole country will approve.” 


TAFT’S REQUEST. GRANTED. 


Treasury Department Chooses Pink 
Marble for New Haven Court House.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Byron New- 
ton, .Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, to-day announced that the con- 
tract for the construction of the spien- 
did new Post Office and court house 
at- New Haven, fronting the Yale Uni- 
versity Buildings, hag been awarded 
to a Philadelphia firm, the Charles 
McCaul Company on its bids of $607,- 
226. It has also been decided that 
pink Tennessee marble is to be used 
in the construction of the building so 
as to make it harmonize with the rest 


of the buildings in the university group. 
This marble is to come from the Ross 
and Victoria quarries and is to be cut 
and set in place by-B. A. and G. N. 
Williams of New York. 

The decision means that the Treas- 
ury Department officials have been 
impressed with the request made by 
ex-President William H. Taft, now a 
resident of New Haven and keenly in- 
terested in all Yale affairs. Until Mr. 
Taft came here and made a personal 
appeal the department was inclincd to 
favor white marble, which would cost 
$150,000 less than pink. 

The design for the building was pre- 
pared by James Gamble Rogers of New 
York. The front will be treated as 
a pedimented portico with a row of 
classic columns, somewhat in the man- 
ner of the east porticos of the Senate 
and House wings of the Capitol in 
Washington. 


DR. COOK’S PRETENSIONS. 


Greely Upheld Them Almost 
to the Bitter End. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I notice a letter to THm Times from 
Gen. A. W. Greely denying that he, had 
indorsed Dr. Cook’s claim to having 
reached the north pole, and stating: 

When the north polar discussion was at 
its height I published in the fifth edition 
of my ‘‘ Handbook of Polar Discoveries,’’ 
under date of Florence, Italy, January, 1910, 
the following opinion: ‘' The claims of 
Dr. Cook of reaching the north pole have 
been thoroughly discredited by his failure 
to furnish to the University of Copenhagen 
his promised proofs of such journey.’’ That 
opinion hag never been modified, 

No mention, however, is made of the 
fourth edition of the ‘‘Handbook of Po- 
lar Discoveries,"”’ published by Little, 
Brown & Co., in Boston in 1909, the 
preface to which is dated Newburyport, 
Mass., October, 1909. 

On Page 264 of this book, Chapter 18 
is headed, “‘The Conquest of the North 
Pole.’’ On the following page I quote 
from this chapter: 

The co-operation and support of John R. 
Bradley enabled Cook to establish his 
primary base in September, 1907, at An- 
nootok, near Etah. 

Then follow from Page 265 two pages 
of description ending at the bottom of 
Page 267, with the following: 

Ahwelah now said: ‘‘It is well to die— 
beyond is impossible,’’ but Cook pushed 
on, finding floes much improved. The silk 
tent was now used instead of snow houses. 
¢ The great goal was reached April 21, 
observations giving 89 degrees 59 minutes 
45 seconds, within a quarter of a mile of 

the pole, ” 

Of the environment Cook says: ‘‘ Endless 
fields of purple snows. No life, no land, no 
spot to relieve the monotony of frost.’’ 
The temperature—38.7 degrees—was about 
that in which the journey was made, while 
the pressure was 29.83 degrees. Observa- 
tions were made during the two days’ stay. 


A copy of this fourth edition of Gen. 
Greely’s book, with the above quota- 
tions, is before me as I write. Two or 
three days after its appearance Copen- 
hagen rendered its celebrated decision, 
and this edition apparently was hastily 
withdrawn, and a fifth was published. 

These facts, early in 1910, were 
brought to the attention of the Con- 
gressional Committee who were consid- 
ering the qualifications of Admiral 
Schley, who presided at the Arctic Club 
dinner in honor of Dr. Cook, and of Gen. 
Greely, as experts to pass on Peary’s 
claims for promotion. If my recollec- 
tion serves me aright, Gen. Greely with- 
drew from the Explorers’ Club about 
this time, as a result of the ridicule 
heaped upon him over his hasty rushing 
into print and indorsing Cook’s claims.

APPOINTIVE BOARD 
IN CURRENCY BILL 


Senate Committee Eliminates 
Two Ex Officio Members and 
May Drop Treasury Head. 


NINE-YEAR TERM SUGGESTED 


Organization of System Intrusted 
to Federal Board—To Decide Num- 
ber of Regional Banks To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Leaving for 
later settlement the fundamental ques- 
tion of the ownership of the proposed 
currency institutions, the Senate Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency to-day 
adopted several important amendments 
to the Owen-Glass bill. The Committee 
on Organization, which under the terms 
of the pending bill would have set the 
new system in operation, was abolished, 
and its functions were intrusted to the 
Federal Reserve Board, which will di- 
rect the system after its establishment. 

The committee decided definitely to 
eliminate from the board both the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and the Controller 
of the Currency. A strong sentiment 
developed for eliminating the Secretary 
of the Treasury, but no vote was taken 
on that subject. If the Secretary of the 
Treasury is eliminated the membership 
of the board will be raised from seven 
to nine, all to be appointed by the Pres- 
ident with the Senate’s consent for 
terms of nine years. If the Secretary of 
the Treasury remains a member of the 
board there will be eight appointed 
members and their terms will be eight 
years. 

If the committee follows its own in- 
clination, a board of nine appointive 
members will be the result. It was ex- 
plained that such a board with its long 
tenure of office would answer in 
vance all charges of political manipula- 
tion. One member of the board would 
retire each year, so that once the sys- 
tem was installed, a President in a 
single term could only appoint four 
members, which would be less than a 
controlling majority. With the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury on the board, a 
President could name a bare majority, 
and that is one of the arguments against 
including any Cabinet officer. 

Members of the committee hope that 
the number of regional banks will be 
decided to-morrow, and the belief was 
expressed that the number would be 
small. Talk to-day centred around pro- 
posals embodying three, four, or five 
regional reserve banks. The advocates 
of the lowest number pointed out that 
the three central reserve cities of the 
present system, New York; Chicago, and 
St. Louis, could be made the locations 
of the three regional reserve banks with 
the least disturbance to existing busi- 
ness conditions. Others thought San 
Francisco should be made the centre of 
another region, and still others thought 
New Orleans and San Francisco had 
claims. ° 

The votes to-day completely disre- 
garded party lines. In most cases the 
minority side of the question could mus- 
ter only two or three votes, and it is 
believed that when the minor points 
have been adjusted the report as a whole 
will be signed by nearly every member 
of the committee. 


PLAN TEST OF INCOME TAX. 


Bankers to Sue on Points of Doubt- 
ed Validity—Hear E. D. Fisher. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—Probably the 
most important action taken by the 
convention of the Bankers’ Associa- 
tion to-day was the adoption unani- 
mously of the reports of the Income 
Tax and Legislative Committees. These 
reports contained, among other things, 
certain recommendations for action 
against legislation objected to by the 
bankers. Chief among the recommen- 
dations was one contained in the report 
of the Income Tax Committee that an 
attorney be appointed by the associa- 
tion to test each point of the Income 
Tax law, thought to be unconstitutional, 
in the courts. 

It became known that Senator Owen 
and the Senate Committee on Banking 
had under consideration suggestions 
for the modification of those features of 
the currency bill relating to the re- 


tirement of the 2 per cent. Government 
bonds. 

The proposed amendments, it is un- 
derstood, were framed by Edmund D. 
Fisher, Deputy Controller of New York 
City, who delivered an address. He 
declined to discuss his proposals until 
Senator Owen at Washington saw fit 
to reveal them. 

Mr. Fisher, speaking on ‘‘Municipal 
Financing,’’ said the Glass-Owen bill 
would not prevent the investment bank- 
er from borrowing money on securities 
during the time they are in his hands 
for disposal to the ultimate investor. 

“Fairer opportunities will come for 
the development of business enterprises 
through a broadening demand for in- 
vestment — securities, and municipa 
bonds will again take the place they 
once held in the investment market,’’ 
he said. 

Mr. Fisher considered the most dis- 
couraging tactor in municipal financing 
in the last few years to be the rather 
steady decline in the price of high- 
grade bonds from causes apart from 
considerations involving the credit of 
cities or corporations. This tendency 
had been caused, he said. by the in- 
creasing demand for new capital and its 
diminishing supply. Fundamentally, he 
said, it had been caused by a lessening 
volume of production and a waste of 
surplus capital. - 

“The reserve plan of the present Na- 
tional Bank act, although it has devel- 
oped the time and call money market, 
for the investment banker, has also 
tended to bring frequent periods of re- 
striction of his business,’’ Mr. Fisher 
asserted. i ¥. 3) 

Allen G. Hoyt of the New York firm 
of N. W. Halsey & Co. said foreign cap- 
ital would be driven from investment in 
enterprises in the United States if the 
prevailing Governmental and legislative 
restriction of business (¢ntinued. — 

“Nearly every kind of business is now 

being placed under the regulation of a 
commissioner, a public _ officer, or is 
supervised direct by public officials,’’ he 
added. 
Mr. Hoyt attacked as particularly ob- 
noxious the ‘‘ Blue Sky ”’ legislation of | 
various States, condemning such laws as} 
‘* unreasonable and _ iniquitous,’’ and 
adopted by ‘‘ unthinking Legislatures.’’ 


BANK POLL ON CURRENCY. 


400 Say They’ll Surrender Charters 
if Money Bill Passes. 


In its canvass of national banks of the 
country on the Owen-Glass -Currency 
bill the National Surety Company an- 
nounced yesterday that 1,416 had gone 
on record against absolute Government 
control of the reserve banks as com- 


pared with 63 in favor of the provision. 
The proposed scheme of refunding. 2 
per cent. bonds into 3 per cent. bonds 
without che circulating privilege was 
favored by 277 and opposed by 1,106 
banks. The plan for rediscounting com- 
mercial paper was acceptable to 251 
and not satisfactory to 1,062 banks. 

In reply to the questign of whcther 
“your bank will continue as a na- 
tional bank.” if the bill passes, 400 re- 
plied that they would not and 240 said 
they would. «The belief that some sort 
of currency legislation is wise at this 
time was expressed by 904 banks, while 
534 took the opposite view. The Na- 
tional Surety Company has received re- 
plies to at least some of the thirteen 
questions sent out on Oct, 23 from 1,527

MEDALS FOR 12 LIFESAVERS. 


McAdoo Awards. Trophies for Res- 
cue of a Tug’s Crew.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury Department 
to-day awarded gold medals of honor to 
twelve members of the United States 
Life Saving Service for saving life dur- 
ing the wreck of the tug Margaret off 
the beach near Stone Harbor, N. J., 
last Winter. The Margaret, with three 
barges in tow, was fighting her way 
along. the Jersey coast in the teeth of 
a forty-five mile gale on Dec. 30, 1912, 
when she struck a wreck and nearly 
went to the bottom. 

The tug was so badly. damaged by the 
collision that her Captain was forced 
to head for the shore, where his vessel 
became stranded. The life savers from 
the Avalon and Tathams Life Saving 
Stations sent twelve men in an open 


beat out to the stranded tug to rescue 
the Captain and crew. When within 
twenty-five yards of the tug the boat 
upset and the twelve men nearly lost 
their lives returning to the shore. 
Despite this set-back, the twelve men, 
in another boat, returned to the stranded 
tug and effected the rescue of the Cap- 
tain and crew. The men to whom the 
gold medals were awarded were Harry 
McGinley and William S. Eldreidge, 
John E. Treworgy, William A. Eckersly, 
Charles Wright, Jr., Earl S. Woolson, 
John K. Mathis, Adelbert Robbins, 
Frank Nichols, Samuel Morton, Ridge- 
way C. Cobb, and Richard Cresse. 


NO POLITICS IN NAVY YARDS. 


Secretary Roosevelt Forbids 
Under Penalty of Dismissal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Franklin D. 
Roosevelt,, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy, notifieq the commandant cf the 
Boston navy yard by telegraph to- 
day that any political activity on the 
part of navy yard workmen would not 
be tolerated, and that the slightest ap- 
pearance of such activity would result 
in instant dismissal of the person in- 
volved. 

While the warning given in the case 
of the Boston navy yard was sent as 
a result of a specific complaint, it 
was said in the Acting Secretary's of- 
fice that the principle set forth by Mr. 
Roosevelt was intended to apply to the 
employes of all navy yards and naval 
stations.

COLUMBIA ATHLETES 
BALK AT NEW RULE 


Resent Committee’s Order 
Against Competing Ex- 
cept for College. 


Columbia, University athletic body is 
taking issue with the authorities in 


their decision against permitting them 
to compete in any except coHegiate 
meets during the Winter. This objec- 
tion took emphatic form yesterday 


when The Columbia Spectator, the col- 


lege daily, argued against the ruling. 
The editorial was followed by a let- 
tér from a student who claimed that 
the result of the intercollegiaté track 
mects held last May and the indoor 
running was not as injurious to an 
athlete as the Columbia Committee 


would have the student believe, ‘An 


athlete who represents Columbia should 
not be allowed to compete in outside 
meets and wear the colors of the club,” 
said The Spectator. ‘‘There jis no valid 
reason, however, why a Columbia mes 


should be prohibited from running in 
meets held outside of the University’s 
jurisdiction so long as he does not rep- 
resent any other institution or athletic 
organization. Such interference witii 
the freedom of athletes seems to us un- 
warrantable and wholly uncalled for. 
It is as absurd as telling a man that he 
may neither walk, run, nor swim; unless 
he represents his Alma Mater. The 
ruling should be. negatived as speedily 
as possible.” . 

The letter asks the athletic authori- 
ties how, in view of the showing of the 
point winners at the_ intercollegiates 
Columbia should take the stand that it 
has. It further charges that the red 
tape delay in getting an entry blank 
through the University Committee on 
Athletics or’ the Athletic Association 
was a big factor. in keeping Columbia 
= ut of meets which they wanted to 
enter.

National Athletic Association to As- 
semble Here Dec. 30. 


The eighth annual convention of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
will be held at the Hotel Astor on Tues- 
day, Dec. 30, when representatives of 
more than 100 colleges and schools will 
meet to discuss amateur athletics in all 
its phases. The principal address will 
be delivered by the Rev. Endicott- Pea- 
body, D. D., Headmaster of Groton 
School-and a graduate of the University 
of Cambridge, England, who will dis- 
cuss the ‘Ideals of Sport in England 
and America.” 

Prof. George W. Ehler of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin will discuss the “ Reg- 
ulation of Intercollegiate Athletics.” An 
important address will be given on 
‘“‘“Summer Baseball’’ by Dr. E. B, Nich- 
ols,. who is the medical adviser of the 
Harvard athletic teams. Dr. Nichols 
was one of Harvard’s best ball players 
when he was at college, and has been 
actively connected with the game as 
coach at Cambridge for some years. 
The association has been trying for 
several years to eliminate the evils of 
college players engaging in professional 
baseball during the Summer_ vacation. 
Many different means have been tried 
to wipe out the evil, but the practice 
still continues and has gained such 
headway that it is permitted by several 
colleges, especially in the South. 

Dr. J. Naismith of the University of 
Kansas, who invented the game of bas- 
ket ball some years_ago, will also de- 
liver an address. Basket ball in the 
colleges has lost much favor during 
the last few years, and several institu- 
tions do not care to revive it. 

The association will also discuss col- 
ego football. Last year Prof. Ehler of 
Visconsin made a report that there was 
not one fatality in the college game 
last year, but as there have been fatali- 
ties already this season, it is not un- 
likely that the association may attempt 
to make further changes in the game. 

Tt was this association, organized 
eight years ago by Lieut. Palmer E. 
Pierce, then at West Point, that brought 
about such ewpening reform in foot- 
ball. Largely through its efforts the 
dangerous mass play of a few years 
ago was abolished and the game was 
made safer and a better spegtacle to 
witness. 

Almost all the colleges of importance 
in the East and West have joined the 
association, but Yale and Cornell have 
refused to join. An invitation is sent 
these two colleges each year, but they 
have refused to take part in its coun- 
cils. The officers of the association 
are: President, Dean _ LeBaron R. 
Briggs. of Harvard; Vice President, 
Prof. Thomas L. Moran, Purdue Uni- 
versity; Secretary-Treasurer, Prof. 
Frank W. Nicolson, Wesleyan Univer- 
sity.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Oct. 29.—By a vote 
ef 15 to 10 the University of Michigan foot- 
ball team yesterday registered itself as op- 
posed to a return to the Western Inter- 
collegiate Conference under present_condi- 
tions, The vote Was taken by the Michigan 
Daily, the student publicatién of the Uni- 
versity, in its campaign for sentiment favor- 
able to Michigan’s immediate re-entry into 
the conference. :

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Little Changed—Sharp 
Rise in New York City Bonds 
—Money Here and Abroad. 


Unmistakably the market movements 
of the last few days show a very gen- 
eral disposition not to go far in inter- 
preting marketwise in either direction 
the immediate signs of the times. ‘There 
are in the making several matters of 
most favorable import, including, con- 
spicuously, the framing of a better bank- 
ing and currency system, and an in- 
crease in railroad revenue through ad- 
vances in freight rates; but the apparent 
quieting down in. business, the uncer- 
tainty of the Mexican situation, and 
other matters which might be named 
serve as offsetting influences which pre- 
vent too much hope being founded on 
the favorable possibilities of the situa- 
tion. Quite possibly if it were felt be- 
yond peradventure that the proposed 
currency and banking plan, reasonably 
amended, would soon be enacted into 
law this belief would go far toward 
outweighing in market influence most, if 
not all, of the unfavorable factors which 
can at this time be marshalled. Eut 


| there is some uri€ertainty on this point, 


although the conviction is stronger in 
some high banking circles to-day than 
it was at the beginning of the week 


} that the work of framing currency leg- 


islation will be kept actively in hand 
until a satisfactory bill has been enact- 
ed. There is more and more disposition, 
to lay emphasis on the stimulus 
which. sound currency and banking re- 
form will give to all the business inter- 
ests of the country. ,It is with this in 
mind that the hope is being very strong- 
ly expressed ‘that the currency Dill will 
be put through, if not at this special 
session at least early in the regular ses- 
sion which is to follow immediately. 

Of the immediate happenings of. the 
day, those which attracted the most 
widespread interest were the extraor- 
dinary advance in the price of New York 
City bonds and the events in the money 
and exchange markets. The" price of 
New York City issues enjoyed a rise 
such as has not recently—nor, indeed, in 
a long time past—been seen in the mu- 
nicipal. bond market. Several factors 
contributed to this movement, but dom- 
inating them all was the demand for 
tax exempt securities, which has come 
as a sequel to the enactment of the 
Federal income tax. Of wider bearing 
were the money market developments. 
Early advices from London suggested 
that the English Bank rate might be ir- 
creased to-day from 5 to 6 per cent., 
which in turn, it was thought, would 
force the German Bank, in order to pro- 
tect its own position, to retreat from 
the decrease from 6 to 5% per cent., 
which it ordered at the beginning of this 
week. The exchange market here rose 
rather sharply in response to this view 
of the outlook abroad, but it was later 
reported that the gold which New York 
bankers had engaged in -London on 
Tuesday would not be shipped at this 
time, thus relieving the London markét 
of some of the pressure which, it was 
thought, would force an ihcrease in the 
bank rate, and sterling exchange here 
reacted. 

At the close of the day it was felt 
here that the chances were against an 
increase to-day. Some of the Conti- 
nental Exchanges moved in favor of 
London, and if the New York demand 
for gold is indefinitely postponed there 
is good reason to hope that a higher 
English Bank rate will be escaped. The 
report of the postponement, or abandon- 
ment, of the proposed shipment to New 
York may prove erroneous, but it would 
seem that our bankers here would be 
well advised if they avoided putting any 
tax on the London market at this time 
in the shape of demand for gold which 
is really not needed here. Call money 
rates here again advanced to a higher 
level, the day’s maximum of 5% per 
cent. being above any rate quoted since 
the first few days of last April. This 
movement seems very clearly connected 
with the preparations for the Nov. 1 
payments, and if they are the dominant 
factor in this advance it may be ex- 
pected to be of brief duration. 

The balancing and counter-balancing 
of the varied special and general fac- 
tors bearing on the stock market left 
the list without any pronounced net 
change for the day. Somewhat substan- 
tial improvement early in the session 
was reduced by subsequent reaction, al- 
though a moderate general improvement 
was shown at the close of the session. 


| The volume of trading was further re- 


duced, and small fractions sufficed to 
record the changes in most of the more 
active stocks. The weekly summaries 
of conditions in the iron and steel trade 
emphasized the tendency toward reces- 
sion in that important quarter, although 
there are some signs of increased rail- 
road buying and some hope that prices 
are near the level at which general buy- 
ing on a larger scale will be induced.

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OPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Likely to Be New Erie Mortgage. 


While reports that the Erie Railroad 
is making plans for the creation of a 
huge mortgage to care for refunding of 
outstanding bonds and notes and the 
provision of funds for improvements 
were denied by Directors of that road 
yesterday, it was admitted that such a 
scheme might be adopted, following the 
example first set by the Great Northern 
two years ago, with its $600,000,000 
mortgage. The Pennsylvania, Southern 
Railway anq St. Paul are also working 
out plans along this line. In the Erie’s 
case it is said that a general mortgage 
of $500,000,000 may be created. The 
Hrie has $27,000,000 of short term ob- 
ligations outstanding, which must be 
cared for in the next year and a half. 
The company has been handicapped 
lately through having no mortgage 
under which it could issue bonds which 
would find a market, and has had to 
resort to short term financing.

Reading in September. 

The surplus of the Reading Railway 
and the Coal & Iron Company for Sep- 
tember was less than half the amount 
earned in the corresponding month of 
last year. The railway’s gross revenues 
decreased $105,000, while expenses in- 
creased $186,000, making a net loss of 
$292,000 by comparison with last year’s 
earnings. The coal revenues fell off 
$1,019,000 from the $3,354,000 earned 
last September, resulting in a deficit of 
$111,000 for this year. The net earn- 
ings of all companies lost $715,000 in 
the comparison, and the surplus was 
only $714,000, as against $1,438,000 
earned in September of 1912. For the 
first three months of this year the sur- 
plus of all the companies totals $1,777,- 
000, a decrease of $2,063,000 by com- 
parison with the first quarter of last 
year, 

i *,* 
Steel Is Holding Up. 

Wall Street wondered yesterday 
whether prices of steel commodities had 
yet fallen to a level from which a 
further decline would be likely to stimu- 
late buying. The Street’s interest in the 
matter was especially aroused by com- 
ment in steel trade periodicals to the 
effect that the feature of the week had 
been a continuation of price softening. 
Nearly two months have passed now in 
which no week went by without state- 
ments that quotations had retreated 
down the scale, and it would seem that 
they were getting very low. Inquiry 
which went deeper into the matter than 
to review past gossip in the trade 
showed, however, that prices were still 
several dollars a ton above the bottom 
figures which prevailed in the decline 
extending from the Fall of 1911 well 
along into 1912. The expansion of orders 
on the Steel Corporation’s books from 
the second quarter of last year until 
the close was credited to the stimula- 
tion of low prices, and also to a sub- 
stantial increase in the flow of general 
business. If an impetus is to be given 
to buying this year by low quotations 
and business improvement, it would 
seem as though some severe price cuts 
would have to be made first and sud- 
den enthusiasm imparted to. general 
trade.

Wheeling Issues Up. 


By way of celebrating the announce- 
ment of the discontinuance of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company’s suit against the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, which will make 
it possible to end the long standing re- 
ceivership on Dec. 15, all of that road’s 
stock showed unwonted strength in yes- 
terday’s market. The common sold up 
to 5, a gain of %, while the second pre- 


ferred moved up to 9%, a gain of 1%, 
and the first preferred to 20%, a gain 
of 3%. The Wheeling has been poten- 
tially solvent for two years or more, 
but has been held down by legal en- 
tanglements connected with the Wa- 
bash-Pittsburgh collapse. There have 
been rumors lately that the various 
committees associated with the latter 
property's security issues, refreshed by 
a long rest, were preparing to make a 
fresh attack on the most difficult re- 
organization problem that ever baffled 
the specialists in that kind of work.

Car Buying Looks Up. 


While price concessions have not 
aided in bringing business to the Steel 
Corporation and the general run of In- 
dependent companies, there is evidence 
that car builders are being benefited 
The car makers had so dull a time of 
it throughout the year up to the first 
of October that predictions were made 
that no more than 100,000 cars would 
be ordered in the whole of 1913 as com- 
pared with 230,000,in 1912. The esti- 
mate was based on reports from equip- 
ment companies which showed that con- 
tracts for about 88,000 cars had been 
placed in the year to Sept. 30. Car 
prices are reported to be lower now 
than in many previous months, with the 
result of bringing inquiries for about 
7,000 cars. The companies figure that 
the country’s railroads should order af 
least 60,000 more cars this year to 
keep their equipment on an efficient 
working basis, but do not have hopes 
that this number will be taken. 


No More Running of Chances. 


Occasionally Western business men 
who do something in stocks appear in 
the commission houses they patronize 
and study the quotation board. A 
broker whose clientele is largely in 
cities West of Chicago, pointed out a 
couple of these observers of the market 
yesterday, who, after watching Steel 
and Reading for a short time, turned 
around and left the office. ‘“‘ They buy 
heavily when they do buy,’’ remarked 
the broker, ag they passed out, “ but 


they say they are going, to stdy out 
until the Currency bill is passed and the 
new system in operation. In the panic 
of 1907 they had a lot of trouble and 
vowed. they would leave stocks alone 
until something was done to make our 
currency more elastic and remove dan- 
ger of panics. As far as I can discover 
they hayen’t bought a share of stock 
sinee.”’

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New Duties Will Cause Trouble. 

Importers of silk fabrics have reached 
the conclusion that the change in Sched- 
ule L of the new tariff from specific to 
ad valorem duties will result in almost 
continuous conflicts with the customs 
officials and prolonged litigation before 
the Board of General Appraisers. -Com- 
paratively little trouble was encountered 
regarding values under the old act, most 
of the litigation being confined to ques- 
tions of classification. Another trouble 
some factor, in the opinion of importers, 
is the provision in the new law that re- 
quires silks to be invoiced according tu 
foreign market value at the time of ex- 
portation. This provision complete- 


ly discounts, so far as the assess- 
ment of duty is concerned, the price at 
which the goods may actually have been 
purchased. The result will be that fab- 
rics bought at reduced prices will be re- 
quired to pay duty on the basis of th: 
prevailing market price. It is expected 
that the foreign market prices returned 
by the special Treasury agents and hy 
the importers will conflict in many 
cases. This will ultimately result in un- 
certainty regarding prices at which 
goods may be disposed of at a profit in 
this market. 


Asks That Treating Be Stopped. 

One of the local jobbing houses yester- 
day received a letter concerning ‘‘graft’’ 
for buyers. It came from a well-known 
retail dry goods store in the Middle 
West, and said: 

‘“We have read with interest in the 
New York, papers reports of a recent 
case of giving graft to a buyer in 
that city. We would ask, apropos of 


this matter, that you notify your sales- 
men and department heads that we do 
not wish gratuities of any kind to be 
extended to our buyers when they are 
in New York. We give them expense 
accounts liberal enough to cover neces- 
Sary expenses and a fair amount of 
amusement. Even in cases where busi- 
ness acquaintance has grown into per- 
sonal friendship, we ask that no invita- 
tions or presents be given. We believe 
you will appreciate the justice of this re- 
quest and act accordingly.’”’ 

In trade opinion, the firm taking this 
stand is to be commended. It was said 
that letters of this sort from other 
houses would soon minimize the evil.

Educational Toys Lead Demand. 

One of the big Fifth Avenue toy shops 
is already showing its holiday goods. A 
feature of the offerings is the large 
number of educational ‘toys included in 
them. A music-building box is one of 
the new toys shown. This box contains 
a music comb, but, instead of having 


the usual cylinder with small extending 
points, it is fitted with a perforated 
aluminium disk. These perforations are 
divided into spaces somewhat like the 
bars on a music score. Into them can 
be fitted small steel pegs, which come 
in contact with the comb as the disk 
revolves. Paper disks are used, and 
each disk plays a different melody. 
The places in which the pegs must be 
fitted to produce the desired tune are 
indicated on the paper. With ‘this ar- 
rangement the average child, with a 
little study and practice, can set and 
play his own melodies. Another in- 
teresting and instructive toy shown is a 
box set which enables a child to do 
landscape gardening.

Knitted Fabric Overcoats. 

One of the big clothing retailers in 
this city is featuring knitted fabric 
overcoats this Fall. These coats, he 
says, afford maximum warmth and min- 
imum weight. In appearance’ the 
knitted fabric does not differ much 


from the usual high-grade overcoating. 
The wearing qualities of knitted coats 
are good. As there is no warp or 
weft, the materials do not show wear 
at the surface so soon as an ordinary 
overcoating. Dark mixtures are 
featured almost exclusively, as plain 
colors collect dust too readily. Green 
and Oxford mixtures lead the color de- 
mand. The overcoats shown include 
both single and double-breasted short 
coats and ulsters, with self collars .in 
shawl effects. Heavy coats retail from 
$23 to $45 and the lighter weights from 
$25 to $30.

Argentine Customs Notice. 
Owing to the great amount of pilfer- 
age that goes on in the South American 
trade, says The Exporters’ Review, the 
Argentine customs authorities have is- 
sued a circular containing recommenda- 


tions for packing merchandise of value, 
such as dress goods, dry goods, jewelry, 
and drugs. The opinion is expressed 
that if the recommendations, as below, 
were adopted as far as_ possible, 
the evil referred to would be 
checked: ‘Importing merchants are 
requested to instruct’ their ship- 
pers that merchandise of value 
should be shipped in the future in cases 
duly clinched. In this manner; when the 
clinches have been broken and there are 
shortages in the cargo, it can be easily 
established where it has occurred, and 
will enable the responsibility to be placed 
on whom it may concern.”’

Our Platinum Output Small. 

Platinum is now worth $46 an ounce, 
against $20 an ounce five years ago. 
An increase in prospecting last year in 
this -country resulted in a total output 
of only 721 ounces of crude metal. The 
world’s output in 1912 was estimated by 
the Government Geological Survey at 
314,751 ‘troy ounces.

Kona coffee is now being shipped from 
Hawaii to supply the United States Army in 
Manila. The Government’s latest order was

Checkerboards Cheaper — One Live 
Dog and a Dead One Appraised. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday, in sustaining a 
protest by T. D. Downing & Co., held 


that. checkerboards are properly dutiable 
under the Tariff act of 1909, at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 420, 
as manufactures of paper. Collector

Certain other shipments of the 
boards were’ held dutiable as assessed 
owing to lack of proof by the importers.

Free 
entry was asked under paragraph 713, 
covering )white oak in the log, rough, 
or hewn only. 

The American Express Company 1m- 
ported at Boston two dogs, one of which 
was injured while in Customs’ custody. 
They were invoiced at 405 marks. The 
injured dog was subsequently killed, 
while the Collector cut the duty one- 
half. The express company contended 
that the live dog was worth only 75 
marks. The board held that there was 
nothing to indicate a difference in the 
eo of the dogs at the time of expor- 
ation.

Committee to Cut This $1,500,- 
000, Making Increase $2,288,- 


559 Smallest in Years. 


THE FIRST HEARING HELD 


Protests Filed Against Cuts in Food 
Allowance for Hospital Workers 
and Pay for Highway Employes. 


The first public hearing on the budget 
for 1914 was held yesterday in the Coun- 
cil Chamber at the City Hall. The tenta- 
tive figures prepared by the Budget 
Committee showed decreases in many 
of the city departments. The final fig- 
ures on three items—the Department of 
Education, debt service, and charitable 
institutions—have not been received, but 
outside of these appropriations there 
will be a marked decrease over the fig- 
ures for 1913. 

The debt service allowance approxi- 
mates $55,000,000, and the approximate 
figures for the Board of Education are 
$37,000,000. The estimate for charitable 
institutions is $5,000,000. If these figures 
stand, the tentative total of the budget 
for the year will be $196,500,000. The 
committee expects to reduce this to 
$195,000,000, and, if this is done, the 
budget will show the smallest increase 
im years, 

The average increase for several years 
has been $10,000,000. Last year’s budget 
was $192,711,441, so that if the reduction 
is kept for $195,000,000 for 1914, the in- 
crease over 1913 will be $2,288,559. Aside 
from the-tentative figures for the debt 
‘ service, the Department of Education, 
and the charitable institutions, the an- 
nual amount for 1918 is $103,947,363. 
The appropriations recommended for all 
purposes outside the excepted ones is 
$99,308,166. The decrease amounts to 
$4,639,196, and it is made up of a cut 
of $3,790,717 in the tax levy, and of 
$842,478 in that part of the budget 
charged to funds other than tax levy.

Some 200 persons were at the hearing 
before the Budget Committee, and 
Mayor Kline presided. Owing to a de- 
lsy in receiving the estimate from the 
Department of Education, it was agreed 
to adjourn the discussion on matters of 
Education until this afternon. The es- 
timate for the maintenance of Bellevue 
and Allied Hospitals was the first to be 
criticised. Representatives of the ad- 
ministration of the hospitals protested 
against the reduction of the daily al- 
lowance for food for employes from 43 
to 32 cents by the committee. 

A protest was filed against the al- 
lowance in the budget of $4.50 a day 
for machinists’ helpers in the estimates 
for the care of highways in the Bronx 
as against $4.75 a day in the other bor- 
oughs. Controller Prendergast said the 
matter would be investigated, and that 
if $4.75 a day was found to be the legal 
rate, that figure would be substituted. 


Lawrence Mill Firemen May Strike. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Oct. 29.—De-

STEEL WORK SLOWS DOWN. 


Further Reductions in Prices, but 
Prospect Appears Good. 


More reductions of prices and a slow~ 
ing down of operations at some centres 
are spoken of -by steel trade journals 
as the feature of this week: The Iron 
Age says: 

Further reductions in prices of steel prod- 
ucts have been made in the last week, and 
a number of mills have found it necessary 
to shorten their. running schedules or to shut 
down some of their melting .and_ rolling 
equipment. The operation of steel works 
blast furnaces ig being adjusted to the re- 
quirements of the mills, these stoppages in- 
cluding three furnaces at Lackawanna, N. 
Y., and one at *Jiquippa, Penn, 

Leaders in t’ / industry have been widely 
quoted in hop Al reviews. of the situation. 
The halt in buying, the readjustment of 
prices, and some curtailment of output are 
admitted, but emphasis is laid on the high 
rate of consumption still maintained under 
hand-to-mouth buying. The uncomfortable 
fact is that the falling off in business is 
progressive. For the country present steel 
plant operation is roundly at 80 per cent. of 
capacity. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

Much attention is being given in the steel 
trade to the approaching decision in the 
matter of the petition for a 5 per cent. ad- 
vance in rates by the railroadg east of the 
Mississippi and north of the Potomac Rivers. 
Recent developments have indicated that 
some advance probably will be granted. If 
such proves ta be the case, it is believed 
that this action will have much influence in 
stimulating the lagging interest of the rail- 
roads in iron and steel materials, which fs 
one of the most pronounced features of the 
recent more or less indifferent course of 
trade in the industry.

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TEXTILE TRADES CONFIDENT 


Boston Wool Sales Up to Average— 
Cotton Goods Moderately Active. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Oct. 29.—The American 
Wool and Cotton Reporter will say to- 
morrow that the sales of wool on the 
Boston market kept well up to the aver- 
age in the last week, aggregating 3,- 
250,000 pounds. On the one hand, there 


is a tendency on the part of a few of 


the smaller dealers to make special ef- | 
‘forte to turn their holdings into cash; 


on the other hand, many classes of 
wools have improved in demand and 
there have been instances of advances 
in price and withdrawals of certain lines 
cf medium grade worsted and woolen 
cloths, accompanied by somewhat of a 
scarcity of quartér blood bright wools 
and higher grades of mediums. 

In men’s wear fabrics reports of very 
satisfactory duplicates from. clothiers 
are heard at many mills, and in several 
cases these have been for carded wool- 
ens. Several clothing manufacturers are 
willing to admit that their sales are 
considerably larger than for the same 
period last season, The question as to 
the advisability of advancing prices of 
fabrics is discussed with a good deal of 
doubt, but it is unquestionably true that 
the margin of profit shown by opening 
prices was in many instances very 
small, and mills having a good distribu- 


tion of initial business feel that they 
should receive an advance on duplicates 
in order to show a satisfactory balance 
sheet at the end of the season. Not- 
withstanding the fact that in recent 
years it has come to be more and more 
evident that each lightweight season is 
pre-eminently a worsted one, there are 
several carded woolen mills whose vol- 
ume of orders is sufficient to warrant 
an advance in prices or to withdraw 
their lines, ‘ 

The general trade in woolen and 
worsted dress. goods is very satisfac- 
tory. Just at present the duvetyn is the 
most sought fabric, many mills having 
orders for every piece they are able to 
turn out. Should the anticipated change 
in style of overcoat fabrics materialize, 
there will be a shortage of Texas wools, 
which are now selling on a clean basis 
of 46 cents for eight-months’ wool an 
a scoured value of 52 to 53 cents per 
peund for twelve-months’ wool. 

The cotton goods market is in a mod- 
erate state of activity. Prices have ad- 
vanced go rapidly that it is absolutely 
impossible to expect buyers to place any 
large business until they become more 
convinced that prices are to remain 
high. When high levels are reached 
for textiles, the result is naturally a 
conservative selling condition. ‘ 

The tone of the cotton yarn market is 
distinctly stronger, and dealers and cot- 
ton.yarn salesmen are bullish. Spinners 
appear to be in a very strong position 
and will not accept prices at which they 
would have executed orders last week, 
many appearing to be pretty well sold 
until the end of the year. Spinners of 
weaving yarns are asking 28 and 2814 
cents for 2-30s warps. Although sales 
of 2-20s warps have taken place at 25% 
and 251% cents, business is difficult to 
place at anything below 26 cents. 

Worsted yarn men say that any mills 
which are offering 2-40s half blood 
worsted yarns at 85 cents cannot de- 
liver yarns which compare in quality 
or spinning conditions with those that 
are being offered’ above that figure. 
Scme mills still continue to hold this 
number at 90 cents. As a general rule 
yarn dealers, appear to feel better and 
to look more hopefully into the future. 

In the lines of influence which con- 
eentrate in the New England textile 
industry and the Boston wool market 
from every section of the United States 
the conservative influences of last week 
are still apparent, but they refer al- 
most wholly to the future, as to which 
the opinions of the cheerful and confi- 
dent element about equally balance 
those of operators who are timid about 
tariff occurrences and anti-trust influ- 
ences. 

Large merchants, manufacturers, and 
machinery builders are forecasting the 
future with a sturdy confidence which 
we have not been paralleled in the face 
of any previous threats of industrial 
depression since the close of the civil 
war.

DISSENSION IN THAW CAMP. 


One Attorney Denies Report, Appar- 
ently Given Qut by Another. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CONCORD, N. H., Oct. 29.—As the re- 
sult of'a public statement made by one 
of Thaw’s counsel to-day the camp of 
the fugitive has been thrown into a 
state of consternation. It was announced 
from a seemingly authentic source that

“You might as well put him in his 
coffin as send him back into that State,” 
answered Shurtleff. In regard to the 
matter of a public hearing he said that 
nothing had been decided. 

As a result of this wide diversity of 
opinion there is an open rupture, it is 
said, betwéen’ the attorneys who have 
been engaged in preparing the new 
brief, which is to be presented to Gov. 
Felker next Tuesday. . A conference has 
heen called, at which Thaw will en- 
deavor to ascertain just who gave out
